The work of educating both the phy- 

Extension of sician and the pharmacist in National 
Propaganda Work Formulary and United States Phar- 
macopceia preparations goes on apace. 

At this year’s meeting of the National Association of Retail 
Druggists it was proposed to expend the sum of 20 percent. of 
the annual receipts of the association in promoting the propa- 


ganda work, and before the convention closed, a Department of 
Propaganda was recommended to be established and placed in 
charge of an expert detail man, competent to interview physi- 
cians, it being understood that one-fifth of the income of the 
association should be placed at the disposal of the department 
for propaganda purposes. This means a vigorous campaign of 
education and should do much to induce physicians to return to 
ethical prescribing. The association has taken a sound view of 
the question of advertising imitations of established proprietary 
medicines. It is repugnant to the feelings of intelligent persons 
to see formulas published for the purpose of providing substi- 
tutes for preparations which have been originated by their manu- 
facturers, and in the introduction of which much time, labor and 
money have been expended, though in the case of certain prepa- 
rations for which no originality can be claimed it is quite legit- 
imate on the part of the propaganda committee to name them 
and advertise open formula compounds as replacers. We do not 
doubt but that in time the national associations will be found 
devoting time and, attention to the elaboration ot formulas for 
new compounds such as the advance of therapeutics demands. 
As it is, some of the propaganda work with reference to the 
exploitation of avowed imitations and substitutes has been the 


subject of deserved criticism. 


Now that it has been decided to make

National Association of Retail Druggists, it behooves this organ- 
ization to create a propaganda department which will exert a 
beneficent influence in every section of the country. In order to 
obtain the best possible results from the propaganda depart- 
ment, it is necessary to be careful in the selection of a director, 
for the success or failure of the campaign will rest almost 
entirely upon the management of this director. The campaign 
cannot be entrusted to any but a practical pharmacist of many 
years’ experience in prescription work, thoroughly acquainted 
with the U. S. P. and N. F., original and resourceful in his meth- 
ods and indefatigable in his efforts. To place a youthful or inex- 
perienced man at the head of this department would be to neglect 
a golden opportunity, and render almost impossible the much- 
desired results which otherwise could be obtained. It is to be 
hoped that President Elkin will use scrupulous care in making 
this such an appointment. There are a few prominent members 
of the national association who are qualified to fill this post with 
profit to that body and to pharmacy in general, but they are not 
likely to accept the position unless the salary is adequate to 
compensate them for the time and efforts which they would have 
to devote to the work. The offering of a clerk’s salary would 
result in putting a clerk in the office. An experienced exponent 
of propaganda work is not to be obtained cheaply, and a “cheap” 


man is not cheap at any figure.

Department that druggists take little or no pains to investigate 
the authorship of such prescriptions. One would get the impres- 
sion from the charges made by subordinates in the health depart- 
ment that the druggists of New York, as a class, were not law- 
abiding citizens, which seems to be a favorite attitude for health 
department officials to assume. But we are confident that such 
a view is not entertained by their superiors, who must know that 
the great majority of pharmacists are jealous of their profes- 
sional reputations, and exercise the utmost precautions to avoid 
being imposed upon by drug fiends. It is a reckless proceeding 
to indict an entire calling because the morality of a few members 
may happen to be open to question. If the inspectors of the 
health department discover violations of the sanitary code, or the 
pharmacy law, in their relation to the sale of poisons, why do 
they not bring prosecutions or report the offenders to the board

great awakening among manufactur- 
ers. So long as that work was of 
purely academic interest manufacturers paid little attention to it 
or to its requirements. The revisors had difficulty in obtaining 
much needed information of a technical character such as could 
only be gained by the observation of operations on a large scale. 
Efforts to obtain this information proved fruitless, and as a re- 
sult there were some features of that edition which required 
modification to secure adequate supplies of drugs coming up to 
the pharmacopeeial standards. Now manufacturers are keenly 


alive to the importance of furnishing information to the revision 
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committee and, as is pointed out in our news columns, they de- 
mand representation upon that committee. The suggestion made 
by Donald McKesson that the committee issue a preliminary draft 
for criticism prior to the publication of the volume officially has 
many valuable features, and it seems to us that such a course is 
highly desirable. This we believe is now done in several Euro- 
pean countries, with eminently satisfactory results, and their ex- 
ample is one which might well be followed here. 


The suggestion contained in Professor 


Revision at Five  emington’s address before the National 
Year Intervals Wholesale Druggists’ Association, which 
is printed in this issue, that the Phar- 
macopeeia be revised at intervals of five, instead of ten, years 
will undoubtedly provoke an animated discussion, for much may 
be said both for and against it. The manufacturer naturally fears 
that the revision at shorter intervals will impose on him the neces- 
sity of more frequent changes in his labels and standards, but, 
on the other hand, it is argued that in order to keep the Pharma 
copeia up to date only a certain number of changes will be 
required, that the number required in five years should be only 
one-half of that required in ten. It is open to question whether 


this would be borne out by experience, and it would seem 
to us that it would be better to adhere to the revision of the 
entire work every ten vears, providing such changes as may 
be absolutely essential, either by the publication of a separate 
supplement at the end of five years or of a list of corrections, 
such as was issued by the committee in 1906. 
At the Atlantic City meeting of the 
Credit and National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa 
Fire Insurance tion, which is reported at length in our 
news columns, the admirable reports on 
credits and collections by C. A. West, of Boston, and on fire 


insurance by G. W. Lattimer, of Columbus, O., both directed 
attention to the important relations which. exist between fire 
insurance and credit. As a rule, the store of the retail druggist 


is practically his sole asset. His credit with the wholesaler is 
based upon the value of the store, the character of the dealer 
being taken into consideration, of course, and if that asset is 
wiped out through inadequate fire protection or through fail 
ure on the part of the retailer to comply with the provisions of 
his fire insurance policy, he has no credit standing. The average 
business man, whether druggist or merchant, is prone to assume 
that when he pays his annual premium he has discharged hi's 
full duty, and is protected by the insurance company against 
loss. A careful perusal of the terms of a fire insurance policy 
will show that the duties of the insured by no means end with 
the payment of the premium. He must take every precaution 
to prevent fire, and when fire occurs, must immediately notif 
the companies in which he carries policies, and must at once tak« 
every precaution to prevent additional damage to the stock fri im 
the results of the fire. A case came to our knowledge not long 
since in which the druggist failed to notify the company in which 
he was insured within the specified limits of time that his s:ore 
had been destroyed by fire. The company, which was a rather 
small one, stood on the letter of the contract and declined to

company been a very large one, it might possibly have paid th 


pay the loss, entirely wiping out the druggist’s capital. 
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loss, though under no obligation to do so, rather than allow its 
reputation to suffer. So important is the question of fire insur- 
nce from the creditor’s point of view that the Board of Control 
of the N. W. D. A. at the Atlantic City meeting adopted reso- 
lutions looking toward the preparation and publication by the 
association of a pamphlet or leaflet of instruction on insurance 
matters specifically suited to the needs of the retail druggist, 
with the idea that it should be distributed to the retail trade 


through the jobbers. 


An effort to educate the retailer regarding 
Educating the fire insurance was begun some years ago 
Retailer in the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, and a committee on that subject was 
appointed at the Indianapolis meeting, making a report at the 
meeting in New York. At the latter meeting the subject was 
discussed in several papers, and it was also brought up at the 
Hot Springs meeting, as reported in our last issue. At that 
meeting the point was brought out that the standard policy 
required material modification, in order to be available for a 
retail drug store. With a view to avoiding any possible omis- 
sion in the policy, Judson B. Todd, of Ithaca, had printed a slip 
which he attaches to every policy taken out by him, and which is 
so comprehensive as to meet all possible conditions, at the same 
time being acceptable by the insurance companies. For the infor- 
mation of our readers, we reprint the matter appearing on the 
slip, which has been kindly furnished by Mr. Todd: 


On his store, office and laboratory furniture and fixtures usual 
to a retail drug store, including safe, awnings, signs, gas 
fixtures, typewriter and supplies, large, small plate 
mirrors in show windows. 

On his scientific apparatus, implements and utensils, scientfic, 
chemical and medical books, microscopes, and such other arti- 
cles as are used for scientific and chemico-legal work. 

On his stock of merchandise consisting principally of drugs, 
paints, oils, dyestuffs, groceries, liquors, wines, fancy goods, 
books, stationery, hardware, jewelry and such other articles 
that are usually kept for sale in a country drug, apothecary 
and general store ali while contained in the first floor and 
basement of the story brick and stone building with 
metal roof known as No. Street, Ithaca, N. Y. 

Permission granted to keep phosphorus for retail purposes not to exceed 
one pound. 

Permission granted to keep metallic magnesium and flashlight powders for 
retail nurposes. 

Lightning clause attached to policy. 

N. Y. Standard clause forbidding and permitting the use of electricity at- 
tached to policy. 

Permission to use headlight oil when occasion requires and to manufacture 
fly-paper during the fly season, and to make and sell colored fire at 
retail. 

Permission granted to keep ether for retail purposes. 

Permission granted to keep five gallons of benzine or gasoline in metal 
case, all to be drawn by daylight only. 

Permission granted to use gas, kerosene or electric light for illuminating 
purposes.

They Order These is so careless as to allow fire to 
Things Better extend beyond his own premises 
in France becomes liable for the damage 
which may thus be caused to his 

neighbors, this “neighborhood liability,’ as it is called, be- 
ing assured against under the same contract which covers 
the policy holder’s own property. The fact that such liabil- 


ity exists, however, undoubtedly leads to greater caution in 
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the construction of buildings and in the prevention of fires. 
In the admirable report of Mr. Lattimer, which was referred 
to above, the enormous waste from fires in the United States 
is clearly set forth. In forty-three cities in Europe there 
are about 0.86 fires to every thousand people, the number rising 
in the United States to 4.05. During the last five years in the 
United States the average loss from fires has amounted to 
251,000,000 per annum. A further comparison of the condi- 
tions in Europe and those in the United States shows that with 
a population of 300,000 Washington had 846 fires last year, with 
a loss of $288,744, and the District spent $433,922 on its fire 
department service. Rome, with a population of 500,000, lost but 
$56,000, and spent but $50,000 in one year on its fire department 
service. The average loss per capita in six European countries 
was 33¢., as against $3.02 per capita in the United States. All 
this means primarily that greater care must be exercised in the 
construction of buildings and secondarily in the arrangement 
of stock and of preventive appliances. When we consider that 
the annual loss by fire in the United States, plus the cost of fire 
service and premiums paid, aggregates $695,000,000, or $95,000,- 
ooo more than the cost of all new buildings erected in the most 
prosperous year of our history, it would seem that the business 
world of the United States needs education in regard to adequate 
fire protection. When, moreover, the loss of life incident to these 
fires is considered, the importance of a greater stringency in our 


building laws as regards fire protection must be apparent to all. 


A visitor to the recent annua! meeting 
The Election of of the New York State Pharmaceutical 
Board Members Association expressed his astonishment 


at the method of electing members to 
serve on the state board of pharmacy. This visitor was no nov- 
ice, but an old and experienced attendant on pharmaceutical 
meetings, both retail and wholesale. He was astonished to find 
that the pharmacists of the state were empowered by law to 
select their own representatives on the board, and he thought it 
was an unique proceeding. Of course, he was mistaken, as he 
has probably learned since from’ the report of the annual meet 
ing of the South Carolina Pharmaceutical Association, published 
in the AMERICAN Drucaist. It is true, as shown by Judge Errant’s 
“Compendium of Pharmacy Laws,” issued under the auspices of 
the National Association of Retail Druggists, that the New York 
State Board is distinguished by having the largest number of 
members, the individuals of which need not be engaged in the 
active practice of pharmacy, but in South Carolina the six mem- 
bers of the board of pharmacy are elected for a term of six years 
each by the state pharmaceutical association at its annual meet- 
ing. The Nebraska law providing for the organization of a board 
of pharmacy has features of its own, in that it provides that the 
board shall be composed of the state attorney general, secretary 
of state, auditor, treasurer and commissioner of public lands and 
buildings, this board appointing five examiners or secretaries, who 
must have had seven years’ practical experience in business. 
These examiners, or secretaries, are appointed each year from 
three names spbmitted by the Nebraska State Pharmaceutical 
Association, the individual term of service being five years. We 
submit that this is a stranger method of electing board mem- 


bers than that which prevails in New York. 
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In the report of the Committee on 
Paints, Oils and Glass, submitted at

tional Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion last week, the admission is made that these branches of 
trade are passing out of the hands of the wholesale trade, nor 
do the jobbers seem much concerned thereat. The committee 
report says: “So far as lead and oil are concerned, the margins 
are usually very small, and as the jobbing druggist’s expenses 
are correspondingly heavy, and he carries so many lines that are 
profitable, requiring even more time than can well be given them, 
it is the conclusion of the committee that paints, oils and glass 
are not profitable wares to be specialized by wholesale druggists.” 
One of the factors in the alienation of the paint trade from the 
jobber is the rapid growth in the use of mixed paints and the 
tendency of the manufacturers of mixed paints to deal direct 
with the retailer. It therefore happens that the retail druggist 
has been proportionately somewhat less affected than has the 
wholesaler by this tendency to ignore the drug trade. There is, 
however, a steady growth in the specialization of all commer- 
cial lines, which will probably build up retail paint houses at 
the expense of retail drug stores. In fact, the city druggist has 
long since abandoned the sale of heavy goods of this character, 
and in the drug stores of the smaller towns the business is being 
concentrated in the hands of those druggists whose quarters 
enable them to separate this branch of trade, to a certain extent 
at least, from the legitimate line of drugs. Druggists who still 
maintain their hold on this trade should be careful to remember 
that it is handled on a much narrower margin than are straight 
drug stocks, and that losses incurred in the sales of paints, oils

It is admitted that condi 


tions are extremely unsatisfactory in many cities and towns 


where, by some slight exertion on the part of the druggists of 


the place, either by concerted action among themselves, or 
through appeals to the national association, conditions might be 
remedied ; and, where the telephone is a source of annoyance and 
loss, it might be converted into a profit-maker and at the same 
time relieve the druggist of much unnecessary work in trans- 
mitting messages, etc. In the annual report of the Telephone 
Committee of the National Association of Retail Druggists, pre- 
sented at the recent meeting in Atlantic City, complaint was 
made that the unsatisfactory conditions in many cities were 
largely due to the apathy of druggists themselves. As the com- 
mittee pointed out, all that is needed is a very little work by the 


local organization of the trade to assist in the perfecting of 
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arrangements whereby everybody concerned might be benefited 
It has been amply demonstrated that the telephone company 
benefits through the introduction of slot telephones by an increase 
in the number of subscribers, the public by more prompt and 
satisfactory service, and last, but not least, the druggists in ade- 
quate compensation for rental, light and the numerous accom- 
modations necessary to the users of public telephones. 


N every city where the slot telephone has been introduced to 
take the place of what has been humorously described as 
the “free lunch telephone service,” the change has been found

to produce eminently satisfactory results. As in our 
cities of Baltimore and Washington, D. C., are among the latest 
to receive the benefits of this service. It was difficult to arouse 
the druggists of these cities to the importance of working for 
this change in telephone service, and still more difficult to con- 
vince the telephone companies of the earnestness of the druggists 
in seeking it, but having demonstrated their strength, the drug- 
gists won out, though not every store is yet equipped with the 
slot device. The druggists of New Orleans were more successful, 
for, from a report submitted by the president of the local asso- 
ciation of that city, we learn that the telephone company capitu- 
lated last April, and all the drug stores of the city are now 
equipped with slot machines. During the past year a number 
of other cities have made the change, notably Atlanta, Memphis 
Nashville.

and Of course, there are difficulties in the way of 
occupies the field, but by concerted. action one company at least 
could be induced to make the desired change.

Committee of the National Association therefore urges local 
associations of retail druggists to take up the work, as it has 
been proved that the slot telephone is a source of considerable 
revenue as compared with the heavy expense entailed by free 
service, especially when both telephones are installed in easily 


accessible parts of drug stores.

telephone companies, to arrive at a fixed understanding 
regarding the rates of commission to be paid, for it has been 
found by the national committee that commissions to druggists 
vary greatly, the druggists in some cities being paid only 
10 percent. without guaranty, and those in other cities 50 percent. 
with guaranty. While it is impracticable, perhaps, for all cities 
to receive the same commission, all druggists in the same city 


should, as the committee points out, be paid a uniform rate. 


N the report of the Telephone Committee it was urged upon 
the convention to instruct the Executive Committee of the 
association to take up with the leading telephone companies the 
subject of establishing a permanent national bureau for the 
installation and supervision of slot telephones in drug _ stores. 
and the idea impressed the convention favorably, for the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions adopted a resolution urging the American 
Telephone Company to establish such a bureau. With a bureau 
of this kind in operation, drug stores would be separately classi- 
fied, and thus be assured of improved service, and, what is better, 
a rate of compensation more commensurate with fhe work neces 


sary in educating the people to the use of public telephones. 
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THE FUTURE OF THE PHARMACOPOEIA. ! 
By Jos. P. RemincTon, Pu. M., 
Chairman of the Committee of Revision. 

The value of intelligent co-operation of ail of the interests 
affected by the standards and tests of the United States Pharma- 
copceia has been abundantly proved during the past year. A 
pharmacopeia which had but an academic influence in deter- 
mining the strength and purity of drugs is, however scientific 
and worthy of respect and praise, a poor and puerile thing in 
the hands of men who are in the drug business primarily for 
profit. But a pharmacopeeia, to be a living and vital force, must 
be practical, and its standards must be attainable, but this does 
not mean that they should be unnecessarily low, and it would 
be a lasting disgrace to the nation if this country were to be 
generally known as the dumping ground for the lowest grade of 
foreign drugs and chemicals. To reach the happy medium will 
require the co-operation of all interests for the next revision, 
and for the purpose of information, a very brief sketch of the 
organization controlling the United States Pharmacopceia may 
not be amiss. 

Every ten years, on the first Monday in May, there assembles 
in Washington a chartered body known as the United States 
Pharmacopeeial Convention, made up of delegates from all over 
the country, including those from incorporated medical and 
pharmaceutical colleges and universities, the state and national 
associations of doctors and druggists, the Army, Navy and 
Marine Hospital Service, through their surgeon generals, and 
the American Chemical Society. 

The convention, after voting upon general principles govern- 
ing the revision, elect a committee of twenty-six, termed the 
Committee of Revision, which committee is charged with the 
duty of making a new pharmacopceia. The next convention 
meets on the first Monday of May, 1910. Because of the greatly 
enlarged influence and powers of the present U. S. Pharmaco- 
poeia, there can be no question but that an increase in the repre- 
sentation on the Committee of Revision and Board of Trustees 
should be provided, and the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, representing, as it does, trade and commerce in this 
country, should have one or more representatives upon the 
Committee of Revision. So far as the plan of revision is con- 
cerned, in the constitution of the Committee of Revision and 
Board of Trustees, there can be no question as to the repre 
sentation being thoroughly republican, also thoroughly demo- 
cratic, and in every respect American. 

Individual and corporate interests should never be allowed to 
control the United States Pharmacopeeia. Its value as an author- 
ity and its integrity as a maker of standards would be at once 
questioned if any influence, no matter how benign, should be 
permitted to dominate and fix the standards. At present there 
is not the slightest indication of a desire to obtain such control, 
and it is not likely that a Pharmacopceial Convention constituted 
as the next one will be, can be controlled in the interests of any 
one corporation or faction. 

Fairness and incorruptibility must ever rule, and it undoubt- 
edly will in the future as it has in the past. 

Soon after the passage of the Food and Drugs Act, the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, through its com- 
mittee, addressed the Board of Trustees and Committee of 
Revision, with a view of having some modifications made in the 
standards and tests. The Chairman of the Committee of Revi 
sion called upon the manufacturing chemists and the wholesale 
druggists to send representatives to meet the committee in Phila- 
delphia, upon December 6, 1906, as a great emergency had arisen 
and it was necessary to formulate a plan by calling a conference 
and giving all parties interested a chance to be heard and to 
present a report containing suggestions for revision of the stand- 
ards. A full opportunity was thus given to hear all suggestions, 
and these were laid in detail before the Committee of Revision, 
with necessary comments, giving the reasons for making the

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changes. A large majority of the proposed changes were accepted 
by the Committee of Revision as fair and proper, and, inas- 
much as the Convention of 1900 had authorized the publication 
of a Supplement, it was voted that the Supplement should take 
the form of Additions and Corrections to the Eighth Revision, 
and the Supplement was issued and furnished to all buyers of 
a copy of the Pharmacopeeia, free of all expense except postage. 

The Supplement was paged so as to follow ‘the preface and 
introductory notices at the beginning of the book, printed on 
pharmacopceial paper, of the same size as the page of the book, 
so that any one, by pasting the Supplement in place, possessed 
a revised Pharmacopeeia. While this arrangement of the Supple- 
ment may have been criticized in some quarters, as not following 
the usual precedent of publishers in revising books, and undoubt- 
edly caused a loss of revenue to the Board of Trustees, it is 
now recognized as a good business proposition from the stand- 
point of a pharmacopceia which has emerged from an academic 
position to a book of standards, adopted by the United States 
Government, and recognized as an authority by all nations. 

The immediate reason for this somewhat unusual procedure 
was that it did not seem fair to purchasers who had just bought 
a book to make such a work worthless in their hands, and compel 
them to throw away their new book and buy a still newer one, 
and thus have only a few months’ use of the first book. This 
subject is presented somewhat in detail because it has not been 
generally understood, but in justice to the Board of Trustees of 
the United States Pharmacopeeial Convention it must be credited 
as an act of fairness, and may it not be truthfully said, gene- 
rosity, on their part. It does not require argument to prove that 
the board could have issued a new edition, with the additions 





and corrections incorporated in the text, and reaped a profit 
which would have surely been theirs, because the book was an 
authority, without any competition, and buyers would have had 
no redress. 

But the United States Pharmacopceia is not published as a 
means of revenue to the convention, but the price is fixed so as 
to pay for the expenses of the revision, and any profit accruing 
from its sales is used in research work for improving the next 
revision, and it must be remembered that the United States 
Pharmacopeeial Convention is a continuing body, with a charter 
issued by the District of Columbia, and while the Board o: 
Trustees and the Committee of Revision will change every ten 
years, the convention itself retains its permanency. 

Tt can never be hoped that a pharmacopeeia will be constructed 
which will please every one; there is no law on our statute books 
which pleases every one. But it is believed that the present 
Pharmacopeeia, since the Supplement has been included in the 
text, gives greater satisfaction than any pharmacopeeia which has 
yet been issued. 

An important question now arises: How can the Ninth Revi- 
sion be made still more perfect? In making the following sug 
gestions it must be understood that they are personal views, but, 
inasmuch as the Chairman of the Committee of Revision is 
compelled by the by-laws of the convention to make a_ report 
suggesting improvements, it is timely to discuss in advance the 
more important suggestions. 

First, it is believed that since the adoption of the Pharma- 
copeeia by our government as a standard, revision should be more 
frequent than once in ten years. In this age of rapid progress 
in medicine it is believed that five years would be sufficient to 
have preparations and tests thoroughly known and established. 
It has been proposed by some to have a revision every year. In the 
writer’s opinion this would be very unsettling to the country and 
cause great confusion among physicians, for they would no sooner 
become accustomed to changes in the Pharmacopeceia before 
another one would be issued, and the expense of manufacturers 
and wholesale and retail druggists would be very great if the 
names and titles of preparations were changed, for it would mean 
new labels, and, where the standards of strength and quality were 
altered, there would be left-over stock, which would have to be 
thrown away or sold at a loss. Taking, therefore, everything into 
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consideration, a five year revision would seem to be reasonable 
and proper. 

Secondly, every important interest should be given a hearing 
and suggestions be carefully considered by the Committee of 
Revision, and a decision reached which would be fair, conserva- 
tive and just to all. In many respects the next revision of the 
Pharmacopeeia will be shorn of many difficulties. For eighty 
years the Pharmacopeeia had to be revised from information 
which was mainly gathered from individual experiments and 
analysis, compilation from foreign pharmacopceias, text-books, 
etc., etc. 

Within the last ten years a change has been noticed in the 
disposition of manufacturing chemists, wholesale houses and man- 
ufacturers of specialties, in giving the committee information 
about their products. Some of the larger manufacturing con- 
cerns have always freely tendered information from their books 
and records, but the great majority withheld information, because 
they considered it a business secret. 

Since the passage of the Food and Drugs Law, June 30, 1906, 
there has been no difficulty whatever in securing co-operation 
and help from nearly every manufacturing house and wholesale 
drug house. This augurs well for the future, indeed, it is a case 
of embaras de richesse, and the immediate question will be how 
to collect this wealth of information and properly select the 
factors. 

In addition to this, two of the government departments have 
tendered offers of assistance, which undoubtedly will be accepted, 
and it must be recognized that the larger the number of interests 
represented in the next Pharmacopeeia, the better for the book. 

Thirdly, careful work in the laboratory must be secured, and 
in the writer’s opinion there should be two classes of laboratories 
established, one for original investigation, the other a proving 
laboratory to repeatedly test the standards to see if they are 
correct, and no test should be finally printed in the Pharmacopeeia 
until it has been verified and proved in the proving laboratory. 

Now, it is hoped that the government laboratories will be 
willing to undertake this part of the work, while the original 
investigations might be undertaken in a laboratory equipped by 
the Nztional Wholesale Druggists’ Association. Would it not 
be possible for a committee from this body to report upon the 
feasibility of establishing such a laboratory, to be under the contro] 
of a board, which should take charge of such drugs and chemi- 
cals as they may determine should be admitted to the Pharma- 
copceeia, and to work out new standards and tests for such addi- 
tions? There could, of course, be no assurance that every one 
of the subjects taken up would be finally printed in the Pharma- 
copeeia. but this information which would be thus secured by 
such laboratory work would be in itself of great value to the 
association and if printed in the Proceedings and pharmaceutical! 
journals, the’ standards would be tentative and secure this much 
recognition. 

The American Therapeutic Society has resolved to establish a 
laboratory on these lines and they are to test the therapeutic ac- 
tivity of only official drugs. The laboratory which could be estab- 
lished by the N. W. D. A. should deal with drugs which are not 
official but which belong to the newer materia medica and which 
are knocking at the door of the Pharmacopoeia for admission. 

Again the Therapeutic Society could deal more with the phy- 
siological tests while the N. W. D. A. laboratory would find a 
wide held in working up the chemical tests. 

In closing this communication, the writer feels that it would 
be incomplete without calling the attention of this body to the 
present status of pharmacy and medicine, particularly in America. 
“Drugless therapy” and “therapeutic nihilism” are now rampant 
If something is not done in the way of co-operative effort 
on the part of wholesales druggists, manufacturing chemists, job- 
bers, retailers, medical doctors, writers, professors and instruc- 
tors, and all interests pulling together, the wave of Christian 
Science, sanitary medicine, osteopathy, etc., etc., will go on its 
triumphant way and, before the inertia of these bodies is over- 
come, great damage will be done to scientific medicine, pharmacy 
and therapeutics. 


issues. 
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There is not a member within the hearing of my voice who has 
not heard the first muttering of the storm, not one who has not 
heard some friend or acquaintance of the laity show their preju- 
dice against the use of drugs. There are many members of the 
medical profession to-day who are proclaiming to their patients 
that they don’t believe much in drugs, that fresh air, travel, 
change of scene, everyday bathing, deep breathing, etc., etc., will 
restore a patient to health quicker than by taking drugs. This 
condition has been brought about by a number of causes which 
need not be stated at this time, but in the writer’s opinion the 
neglect of the United States Pharmacopceia and National Formu- 
lary by the medical profession and, above all, the disuse of the 
writing of prescriptions especially adapted to the patient’s need 
at the time of the visit, is the principal cause of the growth of 
drugless therapy. 

Among the reasons given by the physician for the neglect of 
the i’harmacopceia has been the so called “inability to secure from 
the retail druggist medicines of known quality and uniform 
streiigth.” This excuse is not sufficiently valid to account for 
the jailing off in prescription writing, but the object of this com- 
munication is to awaken all interests to the necessity for provid- 
ing every means for the standardization of all agents used in the 
treatment of disease. 

Let us know the best and most accurate method for-ascertain- 
ing the strength ard quality of the drugs that are employed. The 
United States law and the various state laws will then see to it 
that the retail druggists furnish official aricles that are fully up 
to the standard, and this will remove the only excuse that is 
tenable, and physicians, through the campaign of education which 
is sweeping over the country, called the Propaganda, will come 
back into their own heritage. and when the patient is convinced 
that the doctor knows his therapeutics and instead of recommend- 
ing a poor man to take a trip to Colorado, Bermuda or the 
Riviera, can by an intelligent use of official drugs and prepara- 
tions, select the remedy suited for the patient’s disease and change 
the medicine as the symptoms disappear or increase; then will 
every branch of the healing art, from the humblest and lowest to 
the highest, united in one grand attack on the arch enemy of 
health, peace and comfort, and disease will‘ be conquered as far 
as it can be in this world “in which we live and move and have 
our being.” 


PHARMACEUTICAL MODIFICATIONS AVAILABLE FOR 
EXPLOITATION. 
By M. I. Wivperr,

(Concluded from page 127.) 

Among the more pronounced of these several modifications 
are the coated pills and the containers that have been devised 
for powders and solid drugs. The earliest form of coating was 
that with gelatin, which was introduced by M. Garot, a Parisian 
pharmacist, about 1839, as a modification of the gelatin capsule 
invented by A. Mothes some six or seven years previously. The 
use of gelatin coating suggested to another Parisian pharmacist 
the possibility of using a mixture of sugar and gum, or of 
practically adapting a well-known method for coating almonds 
for use with ready-made pills. 

The now widely used cachets and capsules offer an efficient 
method for administering powders and masking odor as well 
as taste. Gelatin capsules are of French origin and, as noted 
above, were first described by A. Mothes in 1833. The more 
familiar capsule in two parts is said to have been in practical 
use in this country so early as 1839. 

The cachet de pain is also of French origin, being generally 
accredited to M. Limousin, of Paris, who introduced them about 
1870. This form of masking the odor and taste of powders is 
being widely used in France and on the continent of Europe 
generally, but as yet it has met with little or no popularity in 
this country. 

Official Definitions. 

With one notable exception, suppositories, the Pharmacopceia 

of the United States has not followed the generally widespread 
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European practice of having an official definition for the sev- 
eral available forms of medicines. The National Formulary, on 
the other hand, goes to the other extreme and essays to define, 
at times at some length, not alone the nature of the several 
forms, but also how they should be prepared and dispensed. 
A careful review of these several definitions will suggest to the 
practical dispenser that there are not a few difficulties in the 
way of complying with at least many of the requirements and 
that a strict interpretation of the several food and drugs acts 
would bring, with an attempt at enforcement, an unending train 
of vexatious annoyances, 

It is not infrequently asserted that the dispensing pharmacist 
is not in a position to prepare, either extemporaneously or in 
quantity, many of the modifications of dosage forms that have 
come into use during recent years. That these assertions are 
fallacious can readily be demonstrated by any pharmacist who 
will take the time to experiment with the many simple direc- 
tions that are available in the current pharmacopceias or in the 
available pharmaceutical literature. I may be permitted to call 
attention to a few of these forms, the ease with which they are 
prepared and to make the suggestion that collectively they con- 
stitute a most efficient argument with physicians to take an in- 
terest in and to assist in the present-day attempt to rehabilitate 
pharmacy in the position that is rightfully hers. 


The Effervescent Powders of the Pharmacopoeia. 

If the eighth edition of the Pharmacopceia of the United 
States had done nothing more than popularize the really ex- 
cellent formulas for effervescent powders that alone would suf- 
fice to insure for it a place among the most progressive books 
of its kind. The directions are plain and concise, the methods 
for preparing are simple and the results are all that could be 
wished for, the product being sightly, palatable and reasonably 
permanent. In this connection it is much to be regretted that 
the National Formulary continues the complicated and un- 
palatable combinations of sugar with salts, in place of adopting 
the more simple and more desirable base used in the Pharma- 
copeeia. 

A Great Field for Exploitation. 

Altogether it may safely.be said that there are few if any 
of the official or unofficial preparations that offer to the dis- 
pensing pharmacist a greater field. for exploitation than these 
new Official effervescing preparations. In addition to the prep- 
arations that are enumerated in the Pharmacopeceia there is an 
unlimited field for combining or enlarging on the accepted 
formulas, and he must be a dull pharmacist indeed who cannot 
supply any one of the almost innumerable combinations that are 
possible in this form. 


Troches and Pastils. 


Troches, or cut lozenges, constitute a dosage form that has 
been altogether too much neglected in this country. The cut 
lozenges of the British Pharmacopceia, particularly the lozenges 
with a fruit basis, have much in their favor as compared to 
the antiquated and unpalatable preparations retained in our own 
Pharmacopoeia. Pharmacists could readily prepare and develop 
a demand for a number of elegant combinations, widely used in 
England, formulas for which can be found in any one of the 
standard books of accepted and approved formulas. 

Pastils, a form of troche or lozenge, are practically unknown 
in this country. In Great Britain and in Europe generally mix- 
tures of active drugs, with a glycerin gelatin base, have been 
in use for a number of years and appear to be constantly grow- 
ing in favor. Pastils constitute an elegant and altogether efficient 
method for administering many drugs intended for local action 
in the mouth and throat. Very satisfactory formulas for this 
class of preparations are to be found in the British Pharma- 
ceutical Codex, a book somewhat in the nature of a dispensatory, 
recently published by the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain. 
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Tabellae. 


Tabella is a name used in the British Pharmaceutical Codex 
for chocolate tablets. In these preparations advantage is taken 
of the property possessed by chocolate of masking the taste of 
many otherwise objectionable substances. Until its recent intro- 
duction by makers of proprietary remedies chocolate has not 
been used to any appreciable extent in this country as a vehicle 
for active medicaments, though it has been widely used abroad. 
For drugs having little or no distinctive odor or taste chocolate 
promises to be of great use as a generally acceptable vehicle. 
Among the drugs that are adapted to this form of preparation 
it will suffice to enumerate phenolphthalein, cocaine, caffeine 
and glyceryl trinitrate. 


The Soluble Tablets of the B. P. C. 

Solvellas, or the soluble tablets of the British Pharmaceutical 
Codex, are compressed tablets that are fully and freely soluble 
in water and are mainly designed for the economic extempor- 
aneous preparation of astringent or antiseptic solutions. Among 
the drugs that are suggested as being adapted for this form of 
dispensing we have boric acid, zinc sulphate, alum, sodium 
chloride, phenol and mercuric chloride. 

Hypodermic Tablets 
are closely related to solvellas enumerated above, though, being 
designed for special use, are in reality a distinct class of prepa- 
rations. Considering the very widespread use that has been 
made of this form of preparation, it is surprising indeed that 
so little attempt has been made to standardize or to provide a 
generally acceptable form of diluent for hypodermic tablets. 

This practical absence of any regulations regarding this im- 
portant form of medicinal preparation is probably due to the 
fact that the dispensing pharmacist has generally considered it 
impracticable to make them on a small scale. A few trials will, 
however, convince any pharmacist of the ease with which this 
class of preparations can be prepared, and will also suggest to 
him the possibility of developing the same general form of 
preparation for a number of substances not necessarily adapted 
to hypodermic medication. 

The Preparation of Ampuilas. 

In Europe physicians usually prefer ready-made solutions to 
hypodermic tablets. These solutions are generally dispensed in 
ampullas or small vials designed to hold a single dose of the 
desired medicament. The preparation of these ampullas has 
been carefully elaborated, particularly in Germany, where a num- 
ber of exhaustive papers, bearing on the necessary precautions 
that are to be observed, has een published. One of the more 
evident precautions is to exercise due care to insure a neutral 
reaction of the glass. Of the available glasses, tubing made 
from Jena glass is usually preferred, as it has been found to 
be practically insoluble in water. Another necessary precaution 
is to carefully control the sterilization of the ampullas, so as to 
insure the innocuousness of the contained solutions. Whether 
or not ampullas could be made a profitable adjunct to an Ameri- 
can pharmacy is problematic; the fact that they are considered to 
be profitable by European pharmacists is suggestive and their 
use as a novelty would certainly appear to be warranted. 

These are but a few of the almost innumerable modifications 
of well-known forms that are available for exploitation by the 
dispensing pharmacist, who could, if he would, establish for him- 
self the reputation of being a leader in his profession and a 
desirable source of information concerning ways and means of 
administering medicinal substances.

THE NEW FRENCH PHARMACOPOEIA.! 
General Features and Preliminary Observations 


(From our Regular Correspondent. ) 
Paris, September 17, 1908-—In outward aspect the 1908 Codex 


Medicamentarius is practically identical in form and volume with ' 


its immediate predecessor, but an inspection of its contents will 
show that they have been considerably extended as well as re- 
vised. The hundred additional pages represent the new features 
of the work, which include a list of reagents, extracts from the 
laws regulating French pharmacy, etc., a reprint of the decis- 
ions of the Brussels Conference for the Unification of the For- 
mule of Potent Medicaments, as well as alphabetical lists (1) 
of the eight hundred drugs and medicaments—mostly antique 
galenicals—which have been omitted, (2) of the additions, about 
150 in number. (3) of the 110 formule which have been modified 
since the appearance of the last edition. Tables, also alphabeti- 
cal, and in conspicuous type, indicate (A) the substances legally 
recognized as poisons by the French legislature, which have to 
be kept locked in the poison cupboard; (B) substances not thus 
legally regarded, but which it is nevertheless prudent to keep 
apart, such as hydrochloric acid, carbolic acid, various prepara- 
tions based on lead and zinc, etc, etc. 
Maximum Doses a Feature. 

Last, but not least, a table of maximum doses has been added. 
This proposition, it is an open secret, was strongly opposed by 
the medical members of the Revision Committee. It was, in fact, 
outvoted and abandoned. But during the long interval which 
elapsed between the practical completion of the Codex and its 
actual publication, the “French N. A. R. D.” took the matter up, 
and finally gained their point by direct action and skillful diplo- 
macy, as may be read “between the lines’ of the following 
extract from the official preface to the work (written by Doctor 
Landouzy, Professor at the Paris Faculty of Medicine and now 
Chairman of the Revision Committee) : 

“Maximal Doses.—These form a new feature introduced ac- 
cording to special resolutions, which were contained in a very 
large number of reports,’ and on the demand addressed to the 
Minister of Public Instruction by the General Association of 
French Pharmacists. 

“A table of maximal dosés has been drawn up, but simply 
as information and not to be used as an argument before the 
Courts. The Committee has simply desired to draw the atten- 
tion of doctors and pharmacists to certain doses which it is well 
not to exceed, but it would still less wish to deprive the doctor 
responsible for his prescription of his rights to personal formulas 
The Codex simply registers the recommendation (‘inscrit sim- 
plement la recommandation’) to indicate by a je dis that the pre- 
scribed dose emanates from a duly weighed decision (“une volonté 
refiéchie’), and not from ignorance or a lapsus calami.” 

Personnel of the Committee. 

In this connection—the relative importance of the medical 
and pharmaceutical elements on the French Codex Revision Com- 
mittee—the following statistical table may be instructive: 
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Statistics Not to Be Literally interpreted. 

Statistics, of course, must not be too literally interpreted. 
For instance. J. B. Dumas figured as a “Government official” 
when president of the 1866 Codex Revision Committee. Of the 
four professors of the Paris Superior School of Pharmacy now 
sitting on the Committee, two (MM. Bourquelot and Grimbert) 
are chief pharmacists in large Paris hospitals and responsible for 
a larger daily number of prescripttons than many retail phar- 
macists. The Paris Society of Pharmacy is a scientific body, 
not a trade association, and its two present representatives on the 
commission are neither of them actually behind the counter, 
though one is a hospital pharmacist and the other was for many 
years in business. There is a certain feeling that the genuine 
retail pharmacist ought to be officially and permanently repre- 
sented on the Committee. The recent semi-official recognition, 
above alluded to, of the General Association (which includes 
half the retailers of France) by the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, as representing the body corporate of French pharmacy, 
looks like a hopeful step in this direction. 


Many Modifications in the Work. 


But to return to the Codex itself. The practical adoption of 
the International Formulas, as laid down at Brussels in 1902, 
has necessitated many modifications both in formulas and in 
titles, which have been carried out save in a few exceptional 
cases. The arrangement of the work is alphabetical, except in 
the cases of the “Pasteur Institute” preparations and the veter- 
inary remedies, which are classed apart. The tables—atomic 
weights, volumetric dosage, alcoholmetric, etc—given in a Euro- 
pean Codex are rarely as voluminous and complete as those 
of the United States Pharmacopceia, but progress may be noted 
in this direction. Alphabetical lists of preparations, both in 
French and Latin, close the volume. A general table of contents 
is printed on the back of the title page. 

The general arrangement is as follows: 

FRENCH NAME. 
SYNONYMS, 
Latin Name. 

Composition (metrical amounts fully printed thus).—‘Dis- 
tilled boiling water, a hundred and fifty grammes (150).” 

Preparation. 

Distinctive characteristics. 

Tests (in smaller type). 

Hints as to Keeping.—“Keep in stoppered bottles in a dry 
place,” or “bismuth oxide quickly blackens if exposed to the 
emanations of hydrogen sulphate. Cork carefully.” 

Incompatibilities. 

Use.—Neutral calcium phosphate (italics), and finally, if need 
be, the words “Poisonous” or “Keep separate” in heavy type. 


Numerous Omissions. 


The drastic manner in which the old fashioned galenicals 
have been weeded out, a long required process so far as the 
French Pharmacopueia is concerned, accounts for most of the 
“omissions.” Certain forms of medication thus altogether dis- 
appear, such as the “conserve” or jelly, the “oleosaccharure” 
(mixture of volatile oil with sugar); and of the “pulps,” which 
date from the days of Moliére, only tamarind is retained. Some 
seventy powders, nearly as many syrups, nearly fifty tinctures, 
twenty-six herb teas, seventeen “sucs” or vegetable juices, fifteen 
medicated wines and seven vinegars, eleven tablets, nine pills, 
seven pomades—these are a few of the victims in this pharma- 
ceutical holocaust. The eighteen “alcoolatures” (fresh plant tinc- 
tures) of the 1884 Codex are now reduced to five; the seven 
cigarettes to two (belladonna and stramonium); only seven of 
the twenty-three old distilled waters are now retained, and of 
the ten electuaries, those monuments of medieval polypharmacy, 
only three survive. Oils, lemonades and lotions have been pruned 

1“Reports’ are requested from a large number of pharmaceutical and 
some scientific bodies by the Revision Committee before actually commenc- 


ing their work on the Codex. This forms the preliminary step—the collec- 
tion of suggestions for revision. 
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in a similar manner, only four emulsions remain out of ten, and 
the former ninety extracts would have been diminished by one- 
half had not the new feature of fluidextracts somewhat swelled 
their ranks. 


Interesting Additions to the Codex. 

The special novelty is, of course, the introduction of serothera- 
peutic medicaments—e. g.: antidiphtheric, antiplague, antistrep- 
tococcus, antitetanus and antivenomous serums, and toxines and 
vaccines, like tuberculine and antiplague vaccine, with the (vet- 
erinary) malleine and (veterinary) tuberculine. There are, how- 
ever, plenty of other new features, fourteen fluidextracts, hypo- 
dermic preparations and non-injectible organic extracts, adre- 
naline, apiol, benzin, bromoform, colchicine, cresylol, codliver oil 
emulsion, chloride and carbonate of ethyl, lanoline, ovules, pipera- 
zine. pyridine, resorcine, sodium cacodylate, a dozen “solutés” 
(solutions for injection), theobromine, tinctures of aconite root, 
drosera, grindelia, creosoted and iodotannic phosphated wine, so- 
dium methylarsenate, etc. 

The modifications in formulas and titles are largely (but 
not, of course, entirely) caused by the decisions of the Brussels 
International Conference, and will be found roughly enumer- 
ated in the preface, and further detailed in a special chapter at 
page 883 of the work for ready reference. 


M. Bourquelot’s Share in the Work. 

It is a well established custom to “decorate” the Secretary of 
the Revision Committee on the practical completion of the work, 
and the strenuous and indefatigable M. Bourquelot, head phar- 
macist of the Laennec Hospital, Paris, and Professor of Galeni- 
cal Pharmacy at the Paris Superior School of Pharmacy, now 
wears the coveted red ribbon of the Legion of Honor at his 
buttonhole. No one who knows the amount of personal exer- 
tion he has “put into” the compilation of the Codex and the 
gentle firmness with which he has spurred on the laggard (so 
far as his position allows) will deny that, in his case at least, 
Byron’s “star of the brave” has been well and fairly earned. 

No one has done so much to make the International Phar- 
macopeeia a reality as M. Bourquelot. His treatment of the 
subject at the Paris International Pharmacy Congress was fol- 
lowed by the Brussels International Conference of 1902 for the 
Unification of the Formule of “Heroic Medicaments,” and the 
consequent adoption of a long list of formule of potent drugs 
which will little by little find their way into the national pharma- 
copecias of the world. Under these circumstances, one would 
expect to find all the “international” medicaments figuring in 
the new French Codex, and this, it is understood, will be the 
case, with the exception of one or two formule regarding which 
the French representatives at Brussels were outvoted,” but which 
are still considered unsuitable for use in France. 

The present (1884) edition of the Codex contains some 720 
pages, to which must be added the 110 pages of the 1895 “sup- 
plement”-—830 in all. The 1908 Codex will consist of about 1,000 
pages. Needless to add that a severe “cahier de charges” binds 
the printers as to quality of paper, type, number of lines per 
page, letters per line, etc. 

There is little doubt but that this 1908 Codex will show a 
considerable advance on the 1884 edition—generally considered 
as the worst Codex ever issued in France; and it is hoped that 
it will favorably compare with the 1866 edition. This latter 
was issued by a strong committee presided over by the clebrated 
J. B. Dumas, and was a most remarkable work in every way. 
In it one may notice such minor but useful details as the sys- 
tem of printing metric quantities in words as well as figures (as 
adopted in the present U. S. Pharmacopeeia) ; a first attempt at 
the internationalization of pharmacopceias by the addition of an 
appendix containing selected foreign formule; tables of densities. 
boiling points, etc., and even a compendium of French legisla- 
tion affecting pharmacists. Briefly, the 1866 edition represents 
an attempt to put the French Codex on a level with the U. S. 
Pharmacopeeia as a work of general reference, and is, perhaps 
Dumas’ best monument. 
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Incorrect Titles in Price Lists. 


In the August number of Meyer Brothers Druggist, Dr. John 
B. Bond, sr., the veteran druggist of Little Rock, Ark., details a 
grievance he has against the jobbers of the Southwest, all of 
whom, he is careful to observe, are his personal and business 
friends. His grievance relates to the use by these jobbers of 
obsolete names in their catalogues and prices curtent. He says: 

“These gentlemen have had nearly five years to correct their 
very valuable lists and labels and still they use “dead” names! 

“For instance, neither ‘‘Tinct. Aconite Leaves,” nor “Tinct. 
Aconite Root” is the title of the official article. It should be 
“Tincture of Aconite.” There is no “Tinct. Catechu,” nor 
“Tincture of Catechu Compound,” in the Pharmacopeeia; that 
name was replaced five years ago by “Compound Tincture of 
Gambir.” The jobbing fraternity surely do not appreciate the 
immense importance of their positions as educators, otherwise 
they would have hastened to give the official names in their lists 
whenever possible. together with as many other “non-official” 
articles as an energetic tradesman would elect, even down to 
Tincture of Sawdust, if any one wanted it! 

“T make no complaint about a long list of nonofficial prepara- 
tions, I only insist that when an official article is quoted or labeled, 
that the “live” name be used instead of the ‘‘dead” one. Of 
course, there would be no harm, but, on the contrary, much good, 
in printing the “old” name of a few articles after or under the 
present name. 

“This is particularly true of the label; let the correct name be 
given first, followed by the old or former name. What is the 
use of the medical and drug journals, medical’ and pharmacy 
teachers and the boards of medicine and of pharmacy exerting 
themselves to educate the young men in our profession, when 
those most potent factors of the “business side” persist in naming 
their pharmaceuticals improperly, thus discounting our efforts. 

“Just yesterday a bright young druggist defended himself from 
my criticism on his use of ‘Tr. Belladonna,’ and ‘Tr. Aconite 
Root,’ by saying, ‘That is the way the Messrs. So-and-So call 
them.’ I will say right here, that all of the jobbers, both Eastern 
and Western, whose lists I have seen, are in the same boat in 
regard to this matter; but I am concerned chiefly for the credit 
of the great Southwest. 

“Gentlemen of the jobbing trade, permit me in the most re- 
spectful manner to urge upon you a compliance with the official 
authority in naming your preparations, both in your lists and 
on your labels. Surely the demands of trade are not so exacting 
that you are compelled to misnarmge and misspell the agents that 
you sell, instance Assafcetida in place of asafetida. 

“IT well understand that goods are usually labeled in the way 
the purchaser orders them, but I submit that in the rare instances 
where a purchaser misnames a U. S. P. article, it is very easy 
to add his pet name to the correct label. This’ would be valuable 
missionary work by you without the least interference with the 
almighty dollar!” 


The Color of Iodine Solutions. 


Solutions of iodine in chloroform or in carbon bisulphide have 
a violet tint quite different from the red color of iodine dis- 
solved in alcohol and water. Dr. L. Bariano (Boll. chim., 1908, 
p. &) states that this difference in color is dependent upon al- 
lotropy, the two solutions representing different forms of this 
element. He has shown that it is possible to transform the 
variety found in the violet alcoholic tincture or the carbon- 
disulphide solution into the red variety by exposing it for several 
minutes to the low temperature of liquid air (—310 degrees F.). 
It is not possible by physical means to transform the red variety 
to the violet form. The red solutions represent the fundamental 
and most stable molecular state of the iodine. In this form its 
therapeutic activity is also considerably greater—Journal suisse 
de Chimie et Pharmacie, June 27, 1908.

Pharmacy Laws, Where to Obtain.—G. J. F. asks whom 
he may address to obtain the pharmacy laws of the states of 
Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, Maryland and Illinois. 

Tine pharmacy laws of the respective states can usually be ob- 
tained by addressing the secretaries of the state boards, but 
Joseph W. Errant, the general attorney of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists, has recently prepared a Compendium 
of Pharmacy Laws of the United States which presents in con- 
cise form all the necessary information regarding the organiza- 
tion of boards, source of’ revenue, requirements for registration, 
etc. We presume that Judge Errant would be glad to send a copy 
of his work to any one interested who would send a two cent 
stamp to prepay postage.

Baekelite——S. R.—We do not know much more about 
baekelite than is set forth in the patent specifications. It is un- 
derstood to be a condensation product of formaldehyde and 
phenol which is prepared in three forms, each one being intended 
for a distinctive purpose. When soft woods are impregnated 
under pressure with liquid baekelite and the material is subjected 
to further treatment polymerization takes place and the wood is 
hardened to an extreme extent. Ordinary basswood, for exam- 
ple, is said to be converted by this process into a wood that is 
harder than mahogany, and blocks of a substance more resistant 
and durable than cement may be made by treating sawdust or any 
similar material with baekelite. The process is said to be pro- 
tected by patent in nearly all civilized countries.

Wants Powdered Amber.—J. E. W. writes: “Will you 
kindiy advise me where I can obtain some powdered amber, that 
is, where I might obtain a small supply of it from time to time. 
I have tried all of the local houses as well as some of the eastern 
drug firms without success.” 

Powdered amber is not an article of commerce and the only 
advice we can give our correspondent is to purchase the resin in 
the lump state and powder it himself. 

Dealers in Arsenic.—W. E. L. asks for a list of dealers in 
arsenic and manufacturers of arsenates.

Worm Powder for Horses.—G. A. F. H. asks us to pub- 
lish a good and cheap worm powder for horses and cattle. 

Medicine of this kind is usually administered in the form of a 
bolus or ball, though we are aware that many horsemen are im- 
bued with the idea that the powder form is best. A simple 
powder such as our querist demands may be compounded after 
the following formula: 

Flowers of sulphur 3 
ee a. Rene nm 
Armenian bole i 

M. et Sig.: To be given after a light mash. 

A useful chapter on the treatment of worms in horses is con- 
tained in Veterinary Counter Practice (Chemist and Druggist, 


London). It is noted in this volume that the most effective 
remedy is a good dose of aloes given on an empty stomach, 
though as horsemen demand powders for the treatment of this 
condition it is recommended to give the following: 

Santenin 

White arsenic 

Iron sulphate 

Mix and make into twelve powders. One powder is to be 
given in the corn every day, followed by a dose of physic. 

Do Naphtha Soaps Contain Naphtha?—G. C. R. asks us 
to express an opinion as to whether the naphtha soaps of the 
market really contain any of the hydrocarbons. 

It should not be a difficult matter to incorporate naphtha or 
benzin with soap and we have no reason to doubt the statement 
of the soap manufacturers that naphtha is really present in the 
laundry soaps that are so extensively advertised under the name 
naphtha or its corrupt form naptha. It is questionable, however, 
if either naphtha or benzin is present in the soaps in greater 
quantity than to impart a characteristic odor to the mass. 

Arsenical Soap for Taxidermy.—J. V.—The following for- 
mula is said to yield a soap such as is used by taxidermists to 
preserve the skins of birds and small animals. It is unnecessary 
to say after a glance at the formula that a soap of this composi- 
tion must be used with caution:

Quinine Tannate.—F. & E. ask why quinine tannate is less 
bitter than other salts of quinine. 

Because of its comparative insolubility, and the slight amount 
of the alkaloid it contains; while all other salts of quinine contain 
from 57 to &1 percent., the tannate seldom contains more than 30 
percent. of alkaloid. 

Compound Menthol Paint.—F. H.—A standard formula 
for a preparation of the kind indicated in your query is given in 
the British Pharmaceutical Codex. It reads as follows: 

Menthol 

Thymol 
Eucalyptus oil 
Liquid petrolatum 

Dissolve the menthol, thymol and eucalyptus oil in the liquid 
petrolatum. The preparation is used as an application to the 
nasal mucous membrane for hay fever and catarrh. 

A Simple and Sensitive Test for Formaldehyde in Milk.— 
O. R. writes: “In reference to the test for formaldehyde in milk 
printed on page 341 of the preceding volume of the AMERICAN 
Druceist, I desire to call your attention to a still simpler and 
very sensitive test, one which will reveal one part of formalde- 
hyde in 50,000 parts of milk. It is called the Manget-Marion 
test, and was first published in Journal de pharmacie et chimie 
(1902. p. 532). The process is as follows: 

“Sprinkle upon the milk a few grains of amidol (orthopara— 
diamidophenol hydrochloride = CcHs(NH.)OH2HCl). After a 
few minutes, pure milk will assume a salmon pink color, but 
if formaldehyde is present a canary yellow color will develop.” 

[Our obliging correspondent fails to inform us how a diag- 
nostic test of this kind can be used to determine quantitatively 
the amount of formaldehyde detected.]

The Chlorate Explosion in Baltimore. 


To the Editor: 

Sir—lIn reference to the explosion of potassium chlorate 
which occurred at our establishment recently, as the matter is of 
importance to the many makers of chlorate tablets, we think it 
may serve a useful purpose to give the actual facts of the case. 

The chlorate was of the kind usually known as “santonin 
crystals.” It was tested for purity before compressing, and the 
quantity remaining was again tested and found to be faultless 
and quite clean. It was being compressed upon an ordinary 
rotary machine of a type which we have used for several years 
with perfectly satisfactory results, and similar to those which we 
have known to be used elsewhere for many years. 

The machine, aiter a thorough cleaning, had been working on 
this particular lot of chlorate for one whole day and for an 
hour and a half the next day, when a violent explosion occurred. 
The machine was wrecked, and a portion of it unfortunately 
struck the attendant on the head, with fatal result. The atten- 
dant had been engaged upon the work for ten years, was a thor- 
oughly reliable man, and understood the necessity of caution 
in handling chlorate. 

So far we have not been able by careful 
determine any reason for the explosion, nor to find that any 
conditions were different from those under which many hun- 
dreds of tons have been successfully handled.

[In connection with the foregoing it is interesting to note a 
report in the issue of our London contemporary, the Chemist and 
Druggist, for September 12, as made by Major Cooper-Key 
(Chief Inspector of Explosives) on the explosion, or series of 
explosions, which occurred at the stores of Thompson, Son & 
Williams, Hulme, Manchester, recently. The inspector attributed 
the origin of the disaster to the presence of dust on the floor of 
the warehouse. It appears that the warehouse contained many 
tons of chlorate of sodium, chlorate of potassium, and chlorate of 
barium, stored in barrels lined with paper, while in the adjoining 
yard there were iwenty-eight barrels of varnish. A laborer 
named Wood, in reaching a winch handle, jumped from a barrel 
and struck a spark with his boot, and then saw a flame. Rubbing 
the place with his foot only made the flame worse, and soon 
afterwards three explosions occurred. The chief inspector says 
he is of opinion that the fire was undoubtedly cause by the fric- 
tion of Wood's boot on a mixture of chlorate of sodium or 
potassium and organic dust on the floor of the warehouse, the 
presence of this mixture being proved beyond question by the 
rapid spread of the flame when rubbed with the foot. In spite of 
the apparently dangerous properties possessed by chlorate, Major 
Cooper-Key remarks this is the first recorded accident, other than 
those due to chlorate of potassium lozenges, that has occurred in 
this country in connection with the storage of these salts since 
the St. Helens disaster in 1898. As regards chlorate of potassium 
particularly, large quantities of which are manufactured in this 
country and imported from abroad, few precautions are adopted 
in the storage of it, and yet accidents are so rare as to render 
statistics valueless. After this second warning, however, Major 
Cooper-Key remarks that manufacturers and others will do well 
to consider whether it 1s not to their best interest to render the 
chance of accident yet more remote by adopting precautionary 
measures, such as: 

1. The elimination, so far as may be possible, of combustible 
material in the packages containing chlorate. 

2. The establisnment of separate buildings, of fireproof con- 
struction, for the storage of chlorate. 

3. Absolute cleanliness, i. e., the outside of the kegs, the floor 
and walls of the store should be kept clear of all dust and dirt, 
and no one should enter the building in his ordinary boots. Either 
these should be taken off or “overshoes” should be provided as 
in a gunpowder magazine. |]

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TENTH ANNUAL MEETING 








Atlantic City, September 14 to 18, 1908 





Summary of the Meeting. 


O one who has been regular in attendance at the annual , 
meetings of the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, the eleventh of the series, held in Atlantic City 
last week, and denominated the tenth, presented features 

of its own quite different from any observed at previous gather- 
ings. The attendance was somewhat smaller, to begin with, but 
this is easily explained by the financial condition of the country 
and the distance of the place of meeting from those sections of 
the United States in which the association membership is largest. 
What the convention lacked in numbers, however, was amply 
made up for in the intensity of purpose displayed, the earnestness 
of the attention which the delegates gave to every sitting of the 
proceedings, and in actual work accomplished. In the detailed 
and comprehensive report which follows every act of the conven- 
tion is set forth, and it will be seen from this that, while a 
conservative policy was pursued, some marked innovations were 
adopted—not to admit that any of the clamor from outsiders for 
a reorganization of the association was heeded, but the older 
workers in the association, in the steady pursuit of their ideal 
to make the association the strong dominant factor in the 
commercial and technical departments of pharmacy which its 
founders contemplated, have strengthened the organization in 
various ways. A comparatively harmless plan of reorganizing 
the officership, which, however, involved a change in the consti- 
tution, was shelved for a year at least. The project to make the 
official organ of the association a source of revenue by the 
acceptance of advertisements was successful in a modified form, 
and the danger of the official publication being converted into a 
club against advertisers has been averted by the appointment of 
a committee of censorship whose duty it will be to reject adver- 
tising that is not in harmony with the aim and scope of the 
association. The association has lost two well tried and worthy 
officers in Thomas V. Wooten. secretary, and Simon N. Jones, 
chairman of the Executive Committee, but there is no fear that 
the officers chosen to succeed them will not conduct its affairs 
with equal wisdom and discretion. Some bitterness developed 
during the election for officers, the scenes at which have never 
been paralleled in the history of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, but the victors and the losers in the contest 
came together after the result was announced, and there is now 
a firmer feeling of fraternity anda greater unity of purpose among 
the rank and file of the delegates than has ever before charac- 
terized this great national body.

SHORTER .HOURS AND SUNDAY CLOSING. 

She said that the woman’s organization felt keenly upon the 
question of shorter hours and at least partial Sunday closing, and 
in one place had been the means of securing 472 hours less work 
than one year ago, not to mention Thanksgiving, Christmas and 
New Year’s, and with no actual loss of business reported. 

A VISION OF THE WOMAN’S ORGANIZATION. 

She congratulated the national association upon the stand it 
had always taken against the sale of intoxicants and habit-form- 
ing drugs, and said the woman’s organization had a vision of a 
time near by when the profession of pharmacy would be on an 
equal footing with the most learned of professions—a footing so 
far removed from any compromise with evil or contamination 
with unclean things that its influence and voice would sound 
forth in the community of straight commercial interests “like a 
great cathedral bell among little bells.” Elaborating the idea, she 
said: “The man or woman, the association or the organization 
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with a vision has taken the first step toward accomplishment. Co 
lumbus had a vision of land to the westward; Washington had a 
vision of a mighty republic; Cyrus Field had a vision of drawing 
the old and new worlds together with his Atlantic cable, and that 
wonderful woman, Julia Ward Howe, has had a vision of what 
is better than all, a new era for mankind. She says, ‘I saw the 
men and the women standing together side by side, shoulder to 
shoulder, a common, lofty, indomitable purpose lighting every 
face with a glory not of earth. All were advancing with one 
end in view, one foe to trample, one everlasting good to gain. 
And then I saw the victory—the era of perfect love, of peace 
passing understanding.’ The vision of the woman's organization 
is of the day—and we feel it is not far distant—when the dignity 
of the profession of the pharmacists will be understood and 
valued at its true worth.” 

Loud applause and continued cheering greeted Mrs. Wallace 
at the close of her address, which was so filled with lofty senti- 
ment and noble purpose. 

Professor Hynson’s Message. 

The greetings of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
were expressed through the chairman of the delegation, Hy. P. 
of Baltimore. Following so closely upon the eloquent 
address of Mrs. Wallace, Mr. Hynson said he could not but make 
his bow of “profound respect, of willing submission and sincere 
admiration” to the ladies who lent grace and beauty to the occa- 
sion. He then led up to the simple duty of delivering the mes- 
sage of his association by speaking of the necessity of the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists and the American Phar- 
maceutical Association acting in concert and unity of purpose on 
the larger things that affected pharmacy. “Certainly,” said he, 
“neither the humor nor the peculiarities of the individual nor his 
interest nor his ambition should stand in the way of fraterniza- 
tion and the co-operation of these two great bodies. The Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists represents push and vigor 
and youth, coupled with a knowledge of the scfence of commerce 
and the philosophy of trading. The American Pharmaceutical 
Association represents age, conservatism and strength, coupled 
with professionalism and the art and science of pharmacy. 
There can be no possibility of a clash between these two organi- 
zations.”

A COMMUNICATION FROM THE A. PH. A. 


In order to show how the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion regarded the matter he asked the privilege of presenting in 
official form the conclusions and the records of the A. Ph. A. in 
that respect. He then read the following communication bearing 
the seal of the secretary of the association which he represented: 

Hor SpriNGs, 
To the Eyecutive Officers of the 

Druggists: 

GENTLEMEN—I have the honor of ‘submitting for your careful 
consideration the following resolutions adopted by the Council of 
the A. Ph. A. and approved by the association at large on the 
occasion of its fifty-sixth annual meeting, held at Hot Springs, 
Ark., September 7-12: 

First—That we extend fraternal greetings to the National 
Association of Retail Druggists, shortly to convene at Atlantic 
City, N. J., and wish that organization abundant success in every 
effort which it may make to elevate the dignity and honor of 
American pharmacy, and to secure for those who follow that call- 
ing a degree of commercial prosperity and financial reward that 
shall be proportionate to their educational requirements and to 
their moral and legal responsibilities. 

Second.—That there be appointed a special committee on 
Relations with the National Association of Retail Druggists, sai d 
committee to consist of three members, and to take into consid 
eration the means whereby each association may strengthen th« 
hand of the other in its special lines of activity, and to render 
more fruitful the measures cf reform and progress which are 
common to the purposes of both organizations. 

Third.—That it is suggested to said committee that it consider 
the advisability of selecting a common meeting place for the an- 
nual convention of both associations, and the selection of such 
dates for the same as will permit at least the sessions of th: 
commercial section of this association to be contemporaneous: 
with the first general session of the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists. 

Fourth.—That all 
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said committee shall be reported to the council for consideration 
and disposal. , 

Fifth—That a copy of these resolutions shall be forthwith 
transmitted to the executive officers of the National Association 
of Retail Druggists. 

Mr. Hynson concluded by assuring the gathering that how- 
ever individuals might be understood or misunderstood, the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, now fifty-six vears old, 
was with the N. A. R. D. first, last and forever. 


Wholesalers to Retailers. 

The president then introduced Muhlon N. Kline, of Philadel- 
phia, who addressed the convention as a delegate from the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association. He, too, had been 
impressed with the eloquence of the president of the W. O. 
N. A. R. D., and could not resist a humorous allusion to the 
abbreviated form of the name. He said: “I have seen these 
initials printed on various announcements, and always printed 
W. O. N. A. R. D., and I thought that it was a sign of despair 
—woe. But I want to make my acknowledgment of the error 
and to say that the most optimistic word I have heard here to- 
night has come from the W. O.” He was sorry to confess that 
after the beautiful speech made by Mrs. Wallace he was unable 
to give anything half as good or one-tenth as good. This, after 
telling a story which he said he had read in a pharmaceutical 
journal, and which ran as follows: A young lady came into a 
drug store and asked whether Mr. Chargem was in. The clerk 
said no, he was out. She said, “I am very sorry, because we 
are engaged, and I am going away, and I came in to kiss him 
goodbye.” The clerk said, “I am very sorry, but J think I 
can give you something just as good.” 

BETWEEN A. D. S. AND P. D. Q. 

Mr. Kline then got down to business by saying that between 
A. D. S. and P. D. Q., to say nothing of various other things 
that are transpiring in the drug world, he feared the wholesale 
druggists would not be able much longer to come and greet the 
retailers. But as the wholesalers were still alive, it afforded 
him pleasure to say that the wholesalers and retailers had a good 
many things in common. Referring to the Indianapolis decision, 
he said the trouble was that, unlike another organization more 
powerful than theirs, they did not have a judge with a large 
enough head. So they had it in common when the United States 
Government, in trying its strong arm under the Sherman act, at- 
tacked the wholesale and retail druggists and whipped them good 
and hard, standing them up in a corner and telling them if they 
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did not behave they would all go to jail together. Many other 

examples of the things they had in common were instanced by 

Mr. Kline. He closed by expressing the hope that the time might 

come when the two branches of the trade might stand together, 

not only in contending for that which was right, but in expres- 

sing congratulation that that which had beet sought was at last 
accomplished. 


Counsellor Douglass Extends Greetings in Behalf of Proprietors. 
The Proprietary Association of America extended greetings 
through George L. Douglass, Esq., the counsel of the associa- 
tion. Paying his compliments to the meeting as a body he said 
it was a great organization, a good one, and a strong one, which 
ought to live and will live. Adverting to the fears 
pressed by certain calamity howlers, he said: “I have been 
hearing at occasional intervals during the past six or eight years 
that the National Association of Retail Druggists was in the 
midst of a crisis, some people thinking it was about to fall te 
pieces, but just as the crisis woyld seem to come to a head, the 
N. A. R. D. would hold a big convention and would then go

He said that much credit was due to the chairman of the 


Committee on National Legislation, W. S. Richardson, of Wash- 
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ington, for his efforts to prevent the passage of a parcels post 
bill and of other bills inimical to the drug trade. Unfortunately, 
it was impossibie to secure the enactment of some measures intro- 
duced on behalf of the N. A. R. D., such as the bill provid- 
ing for improvement in the rank and pay of government pharma- 
cists. In state legislation the N. A. R. D. has been helpful 
where called on, though it could not give as efficient aid as might 
have been possible with more ample funds at its disposal. Even 
where the N. A. R. D. is not represented directly before the 
legislatures, its influence is felt. He said that where local mem- 
bers wanted the association to aid in state legislation it was 
incumbent upon them to make a formal request which would 
always be complied with so far as the financial condition of the 
organization permitted. 

He said that the physicians should aid in the efforts to sup- 
press the sale of drugs and medicines by itinerant vendors, citing 
the Illinois law as an excellent one in this respect. He said that 
the efforts to secure a removal of the inequalities of the Sher- 
man trust act would no doubt succeed at the next session of 
Congress. He cited the lack of uniformity in the decisions ren- 
dered under this law as indications of its need for revision. 

The Loder case has been settled, and there has been no fur- 
ther litigation. He expressed the gratitude which was felt by 
the Philadelphia members to the men outside of their city who 
had contributed to the fund necessary to settle the suit. 

Mr. Potts said that while it was not to be expected that the 
prerequisite law would be enacted in all the states, he hoped to 
see the number in which it was in force grow steadily. He 
urged druggists to refrain from giving letters of recommenda- 
tion to clerks of bad habits.

by the apathy of the retail druggists, many of whom failed to 
appreciate, the important bearing of the Propaganda on their 
success. He said that the national organization had issued some 
valuable literature in this direction, and would continue to add 
to this. 


LIQUOR SALES BY DRUGGISTS. 


The Executive Committee at its midyear meeting in April 
had gone on record as condemning the sale of liquors by drug- 
gists, save for strictly medicinal purposes. The president thought 
that it was necessary for the convention to place its true posi- 
tion clearly on record, with a view to protecting the good name of 
pharmacy from the debasing influence of those who, while pre- 
tending to be druggists, are really saloon keepers in disguise. 

CONCERNING PRICE PROTECTION. 

The president stated that though prevented from acting as 
an association in the matter of price protection, each individual 
member was at full liberty to push his demands for protection 
He said that the direct contract and 
serial numbering plan was still very strong, and if the drug

gists individually were sufficiently insistent, proprietors would 
adopt and observe such plans. 

The enforcement of the food and drugs act had driven at 
least one of the mail order houses out of the drug field, and 
it was hoped that others would likewise withdraw. 
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TELEPHONES IN DRUG STORES. 

President Potts referred with pleasure to the great improve- 
ment in the relations between the druggists and the telephone 
companies, which now made the telephone service a source of 
profit to the druggist. He recommended that the leading tele- 
phone companies be urged to create special departments to han- 
dle this matter of public telephones in drug stores, with a gen- 
eral supervisor who could bring about uniformity of practice 
throughout the country. 

THE CALIFORNIA RELIEF FUND. 

The president explained that the secretary had visited San 
Francisco last April and placed all the unpaid notes due the Cali- 
fornia Relief Fund from the beneficiaries in the hands of a 
reliable trust company. 
the way in which Mr. Wooten had handled this matter. He

recommended that the organization take action regarding the 
final disposition of the fund. 
He urged that steps be taken to bring about earlier closing.

He outlined the duties of the organizers, pointing out the mis 
sionary work done by them and the great value of that work. 

He referred with great regret to the retirement of Mr. Wooten 
and his able assistant, Mrs. Wooten, from the post of secretary 
of the association, expressing the appreciation which the mem- 
bers felt for the services rendered by both Mr. and Mrs. Wooten. 
He reviewed the work of the organization for the past ten years, 
pointing out the great benefit that had been conferred by it on 
the drug trade. not the least of which was the education of 
the druggists as to the value of fraternal co-operation. In con- 
clusion, he reviewed his own connection with the Executive 
Committee covering the past three years, and said that if he 
had erred at any time it was through excessive zeal and with 
only the best intentions. 

The address was received with applause, and under the rules 
was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

President Potts resuming the chair, Mr. Jones read the report 
of the Executive Committee. 

Report of the Executive Committee. 
By Simon N. Jones, CHAIRMAN. 

The report of the N. A. R. D. Executive Committee, sub 
mitted by Simon N. Jones, chairman, mentioned the fact that 
this body had decided this year to relieve the druggists of any 
city of the burden of contributing heavily to entertainment funds 
by reverting to the old custom of holding the convention in a 
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place where the presence of the delegates from all sections of 
the country would exercise a helpful influence in arousing local 
interest in the organization’s work and help in securing more 
members, without thought of soliciting subscriptions for the 
entertainment of the delegates. The report stated that it had 
been deemed best to secure the funds needed for defraying con- 
vention expenses from exhibitors or from the delegates per- 
sonally, and recommended that this plan be followed in future, 
with the understanding that each person attending the conven- 
tion should pay for his own entertainment, and not call upon the 
proprietors and jobbers for entertainment funds. 

The report further stated that the main object of the 
N. A. R. D. at present lay in educating the druggist who is 
willing to profit by the benefits made possible by the N. A. R. D., 
but who is too mean to contribute either his money or his influ- 
ence to help the cause. The education of such druggists, the 
report suggested, should consist of showing them how to think 
and act differently and to turn away from their sordidly selfish 


purposes. 


THOMAS V. WOOTEN, 
Retiring secretary of the N. A, R. D. 


Mr. Jones commented ugon the friendly relations of the 
N. A. R. D. and the N. W. D. A., and recommended following 
the example of the individual members of the jobbers’ organi 
zation, who legally refuse to buy from or to fill orders for the 
products of manufacturers who do not grant them a fair. living 
profit. ° 

In regard to the failure of individual proprietary goods manu- 
facturers to protect the selling price of their goods and the advis- 
ability of retailers continuing to sell proprietaries, the report 
called attention to the fact that, “while in the past we have 
done all we could to show that we desire to be friendly with 
the proprietors and to sell their preparations when called for 
without argument, little or nothing has been rceived by us in 
return for this spirit of co-operation which we manifested.” 
The report expressed the opinion that the members of the 
N. A. R. D. should be protected by the proprietors in securing 
a profit on their goods. 

“Tf this cannot be secured,” added the report, “we should use 
every legitimate means to minimize the sales of the proprietaries 
which are not price-protected. Your committee believes the time 
for temporizing with these people has passed, and that we 
should join in the crusade against the sale of proprietaries, unless 
our interests receive some consideration. It would be a source 
of regret if any of our friends should suffer by this proposed 
action, but the inactivity of the great majority of the proprietors 
forces upon us the conviction that, just as long as we act as 
the distributors 


f these goods without adequate compensation, 
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just that long will this imposition upon us continue. The pro- 
* priety of taking action along this line deserves attention at the 
hands of the convention.” 

The report also urged the members to use their personal 
efforts to break up the practice of some manufacturers of phar- 
maceuticals in selling their goods directly to physicians. “In 
order to accomplish this end,” added the report, “the members 
should give their patronage only to those pharmaceutical houses 
which are beyond question loyal to the retailers’ interests.” 

The report likewise recommended the taking up again of the 
sale of toilet articles by securing lines of protected goods. The 
committee reported that great progress already had been accom- 
plished by the N. A. R. D. committee on U. S. P. and N. F. 
propaganda in compiling an epitome embracing the more popu- 
lar preparations and in supplying at low prices through the 
national headquarters these booklets, as well as a series of form 
letters for local associations to use in circularizing their mem- 
bers and the physicians of their several localities. The report 
also urged that the affiliated associations continue this work for 
the dissemination of the propaganda. 

The committee strongly urged the members to take advan- 
tage of every opportunity to secure legislative positions for them- 
selves or for their fellow druggists. “If a druggist does not 
enter politics himself,’ continued the committee’s report, “he 
shouid not neglect to ascertain the position of the candidate he 
favors upon questions which affect not only the druggist’s per- 
sonal interests, but the profession of pharmacy. If he is a can- 
didate for the state legislature, have him pledge himself to vote 
for fair and reasonable pharmacy laws; if for congress, have 
him promise his opposition to all parcels post legislation and 
to use his influence to secure a modification of the unfair and 
unjust Sherman anti-trust law. If we are as active during the 
coming year, as we should be, excellent results will be achieved.” 

Condemnation of the proposed parcels post bill also was set 
forth in the report, which urged every druggist to defeat this 
measure. 

The report also recommended that the delegates consider seri- 
ously the problem of providing for the association a definite, 
fixed financial policy, adequate to its needs. 

“As it is now,” added the report, “our income is not assured. 
If the members of the affiliated bodies pay their dues, we shall 
have money; if they do not, your executive committee always 
will have a hard struggle to obtain the cash with which to meet 
obligations.” 

The committee recommended that the legal department, which 
always has been considered a part of the secretary’s office, be 
kept entirely under the control of the executive committee in the 
same way as the other departments, thereby avoiding the pos- 
sible location of N. A. R. D. headquarters in one city and the 
head of the legal department in another. 

The report stated in regard to the proposition for accepting 
advertising in N. A. R. D. Notes that the majority of the 
committee felt that danger lurked in the proposition, and did not 
believe that the association should turn its official organ into 
an advertising medium, on the ground that the association should 
be supported by the retail druggists and should be absolutely 
independent, and also because they could not see how the propo- 
sition could be financed successfully until it became a_profit- 
able investment. 

Mr. Jones, on behalf of the committee, outlined the principal 
work of the N. A. R. D. for the future as consisting of fur- 
ther and more effective work on national legislation and on the 
U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda. 

In opposing the reorganization of the association into a 
delegate body elected by the state associations to carry on the 
work, the report said: “We are convinced that this is not prac- 
ticable, because the state associations do not contain in their 
membership enough men who are actively engaged in the retail 
drug business, as proprietors of stores, to be in any true sense 
representative of the druggists of that state. 

“The strong men, the men who do things, are almost invar- 
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iably workers in their local associations, where meetings are 
held often, and where local conditions are discussed in connec- 
tion with state and national affairs. N. A. R. D. headquarters is 
in constant touch with these local conditions, and can render 
better help than could possibly come from an inefficient state 
association—inefficient not because lacking in earnestness, but 
because of being voluntary (therefore fitful) and unpaid.” 

The committee recommended, however, that the convention 
should consider the proposed plan for reorganization, and urged 
that the president appoint at the earliest opportunity a special 
committee of ten (not including the members of the executive 
committee) from the various states to act in conjunction with 
the committee on form of organization, to consider such plans 
as may be proposed and to report for discussion and action by 
the convention such recommendations as their knowledge of the 
association’s needs and the practicability of the plans suggested 
may justify. 

In order to prevent the possibility of the election of an officer 
who might misuse the good name and influence of the associa- 
tion for personal ends, the committee recommended the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the constitution making ineligible to 
hold the office of president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer or 
member of the executive committee any one who is engaged on 
his own account, or in connection with any firm, corporation 
or association. in any pursuit wherein his official connection with 
the N. A. R. D. would bring him either direct or indirect pecuni- 
ary profit. ‘ 

Professor Anderson Moves the Adoption of Certain Sections. 

Speaking on the motion to refer the report to the Committee 
on Resolutions, W. C. Anderson. of Brooklyn, said he thought 
there was one recommendation which should receive immediate 
consideration. This had reference to the proposed reorganiza- 
tion plan, the meetings of the Executive Committee, proposed 
amendments to the constitution, and the attacks in certain drug 
journals on the integrity and fidelity of the officers. Mr. Ander- 
son moved that this portion of the report be adopted and the re- 
mainder go to the Committee on Resolutions, a motion which 
was seconded by T. S. Armstrong, of New Jersey, who included 
in his motion the recommendation that the committee should 
take up the criticism of the officers concerned and combine that 
with their report. 

The motion was put to a vote and adopted, and the rest of 
Chairman Jones’s report was referred for consideration and re- 
port to the Committee on Resolutions. 


Canada Represented by a Delegate. 

A preliminary report of the Committee on Credentials was 
presented by’Samuel C. Hilton, chairman, who suggested “that 
the privileges of the floor be accorded to R. Martin, the repre- 
sentative of the Canadian Pharmaceutical Association, which was 
carried out. 

T. S. Armstrong pressed his motion to refer the insinuations 
and inuendoes against officers to the special committee to co-oper- 
ate with the Committee on Organization for action, and upon 
vote his motion was carried. The sitting was then adjourned.

Report of the Secretary. 
By Thomas V. Wooten. 

After decrying the falling off in the total membership from 
associations affliated with the N. A. R. D., which has involved a 
loss of forty-nine such organizations during the fiscal year ended 
August 31, Thomas V. Wooten, secretary of the national body, 
explained in his report that this loss in association membership, 
which amounts to 4 1-4 percent., compared with a gain of 1-6 per- 
cent. for the previous year, and gains of 17 I-3, 20 3-5 and 5 3-4 
percent. in the preceding year, was attributable to the feeling on 
the part of some druggists that, as the price protection on pro- 
prietaries had been dealt a knock-out blow by the Indianapolis 
injunction, the N. A. R. D. is now, practically if not wholly, 
without an occupation. 

“Of course.” continued the report, “this opinion could be en- 
tertained only by a druggist whose horizon is limited, but unfor- 
tunately many druggists seem indisposed or incapable of taking a 
broad view of the situation. 

“It is probably true, as is sometimes charged, that the larger 
part of the druggists of the country, taken as a whole, are drug 
merchants rather than pharmacists. But it would seem that good 
business men, whether drug merchants or pharmacists, would 
take a sensible view of the loss the national association has actu- 
ally sustained (if loss it be in reality), and, even though its abil- 
ity to make the selling of patent medicines more profitable by 
means of the tripartite plan has been taken away, the N. A. R. D. 
should be esteemed for its past usefulness. That usefulness un- 
doubtedly entitles it to consideration, and as good business men 
they should aid gladly in equipping it for still further usefulness in 
other and better directions, in some of which it already has 
proven its worth. 

“This lack of appreciation of the possibilities of the associa- 
tion is mentioned here only to show that, in spite of the vast 
amount of educational work the N. A. R. D. has done, it has not 
yet overcome the difficulties which stand in the way of success 
for the organized effort ‘to make the drug business pay better’— 
to make of the business a more satisfactory vocation for those en- 
gaged in it. A great deal more of this educational work must be 
done, as the present condition of the N. A. R. D. amply testifies.” 


Opposes Proposed Reorganization. 

Mr. Wooten flatly opposed in his report the suggestion for 
reorganizing the N. A. R. D. so that it should be a delegate body 
elected by the state associations. In relation to this proposed plan 
of reorganization, he said: 
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“As to the plan for reorganizing the N. A. R. D. which has 
been proposed, it is not clear to me how the nature and charac- 
teristics of the retail druggist, that are his because of his life- 
long education and his environment, are going to be changed by 
altering the form of the organization which is endeavoring to 
better his condition. It would be about as feasible, it seems to 
me, to undertake to change the character of a horse which has 
not learned to work well in double harness by changing the form 
of the vehicle to which the horse is hitched. 

“By way of illustrating my meaning, what reason is there for 
believing that the secretary of a local association would do bet- 
ter, more self-sacrificing work if those who direct his efforts are 
the officers of a state organization than if they are the officers of 
a national organization? If the local association is to be the or- 
ganization unit, the character of his duties will be the same they 
always have been. He will receive no remuneration in either 
case and his work will be no more appreciated, and he will get 
no more encouragement from his fellow druggists in one case 
than in the other. 

“He is even likely to do somewhat better work for the na- 
tional association because he would be more frequently and more 
strongly appealed to by an officer of the national association who 
is adequately paid than by the secretary of the state association 
who is poorly paid or not paid at all, and who, because his work 
is performed without compensation, will not be so resolute in 
insisting upon activity on the part of the local secretary. 

“My feeling toward the state pharmaceutical organizations, 
and especially toward the secretaries of these associations, is of 
the most kindly character possible. The financial and moral sup- 
port which they have always given the national association enti- 
tles them to the sincerest gratitude of every member of the N. A. 
R. D. Personally, I shall never forget that the moral influence of 
the state associations gave the N. A. R. D. its first impetus, start- 
ed it on its career of usefulness. 

“Tf the majority of the delegates insist upon making the state 
associations a more important cog in the N. A. R. D. machinery, I 
shall gladly acquiesce in this decision. But, in my opinion, no- 
body will foresee with greater clearness the impracticability of 
the plan than the prominent workers in the state associations 
themselves. 


“A good deal of benefit will doubtless result from considering 
this question, but I hope the discussion will be participated in by 
men who have been actively engaged in association work, who 
have themselves solicited dues from their fellow druggists, who 
have themselves served as the secretaries of local and state or- 
If thé question is settled by these men I believe it 
will be settled right, because ia such matters an ounce of experi- 
ence is worth a pound of theory.”

Mr. Wooten reported the total membership of state, district, 
county and city associations as 1,105, compared with 1,154 a year 
ago. 

“All things considered,” commented the secretary, “the show- 
ing is highly creditable to the organization department because 
much the larger part of the dues collected during the last year 
have come from that source. With regard to the falling off in 
membership, it must be understood that the associations dropped 
during the last year are those which did not pay their dues for 
the convention year of 1905-1906. Except for the two associa- 
tions which resigned, ail the organizations which paid dues for 
1906-1907 or 1907-1908 are retained as members. Efforts are be- 
ing made by us to secure their dues by mail, and the organizers 
are holding themselves in readiness to collect the dues of the 
members of these associations, which we esteem to be alive though 
dormant.” 


Gratification Expressed Over State of the Treasury. 


In regard to the treasurer’s report, Mr. Wooten commented 
upon the fact that the N. A. R. D.’s expenditures in all depart- 
ments of its work had been reduced to the minimum, and that 
many things which the association might have done and should 
have done for its members had been left undone because of a 
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lack of sufficient money to carry on such work and leave in the 
treasury at the end of the year a balance sufficiently large to pre- 
vent financial embarrassment such as was suffered at the close 
of the fiscal year ended December 31, 1907. 

“The treasurer's balance at the close of this convention year,” 
added Mr. Wooten, 
how hard we have tried to encompass the needs of the associa-

tion while conserving its resources to the very limit of our abil- 
ity. Whether in the long run we have acted wisely in pursuing 
this course remains to be seen, but the present executive officers 
were determined that those who are elected by this convention to 
succeed them shall not be placed in the same unhappy plight as 
were those who were elected last year. In order to prevent a 
state of affairs similar to that of last year, when within a few 
months after the election of the Executive Committee, its mem- 
bers were compelled to face an empty treasury and to have to 
devise ways and means to relieve this distressful condition, Mr. 
Wooten recommended a better plan for obtaining financial support 
earlier in the year

Mr. Wooten also advocated the continuation of the organizers 
as necessary to the life of national organization, as such organ- 
izers provide the only practicable means for collecting dues. 

In regard to the objection frequently raised that the dues are 
too high, the secretary maintained that the present rate of $4 a 


year, Or 33 cents a month, was none too much for the help and 
? 
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protection of a powerful organization which is constantly work- 
ing for the interests of its members. 

In his report on the promissory notes given by unfortunate 
druggists of San Francisco, whose stores were destroyed by the 
fire and earthquake of April, 1906, the secretary reported that of 
the 148 such notes in the hands of the N. A. R. D.’s distributing 
committee, seven were destroyed immediately as being either of 
little value or because it would have been uncharitable to attempt 
to collect them. The remaining 141 such notes, aggregating 
25,390, were placed in the hands of reliable trust companies in 
San Francisco for collection upon very favorable terms to the 
national association. These companies have collected $1,210 and 
forwarded that amount to the N. A. R. D. headquarters. The 
winding up of the affairs of the distributing committee, Mr. 
Wooten added, had left a balance on hand as of September 10 
amounting to $2,420.04. 

The report also stated that the department of sales and em- 
ployment had netted $1,384.15 during the last fiscal year, the total 
receipts being $1,836.11 and total expenditures $451.90. 

Mr. Wooten advocated an expansion of the activities of the 
department of sales and employment. He mentioned the fact 
that the bureau of slow selling patents had been abandoned be- 
cause of insurmountable difficulties which prevented the carrying 
out of plans in reference to it. He urged the continuance of the 
employment bureau whereby clerks are supplied to druggists need- 
ing them, and mentioned the good results accomplished by the 
advertising of stores for sale in N. A. R. D. Notes. He outlined 
the cause of the failure of the liability insurance scheme. 

The secretary also endorsed the proposition that the associa- 
tion should in future devote its energies more and more to legis- 
lative work. He also urged that the work of the propaganda 
committee be placed under the supervision of some thoroughly 
qualified person and that a special department be created for it. 

Under the rules the report was referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 

Report of Department of Publicity. 
By CHARLES M. Carr, DIRECTOR. 

In a report supplemental to that of the secretary of the N. A. 
R. D., the department of publicity stated that it was able to show 
a surplus for the fiscal year ended August 31 on its operations, 
which included revenue producing features sufficient to insure a 
balance on the right side of the ledger despite the expenses at- 
tached to its publicity work. The surplus for the year amounted 
to $3.728.39, the total receipts being $18,550.51, of which $8,040.91 
was derived from subscriptions for N. A. R. D. Notes; $10,496.10 
from advertising in Notes, and $13.50 from reprints from Notes, 
while the total disbursements involved $14,832.12. 

The total disbursements represented $8.998.87 in composition, 
printing, binding, wrapping and mailing Notes; $1,060.04 in post- 
age on Notes, expiration notices, etc. ; $722.43 in addressing wrap- 
pers and wrapper stock; $199.10 in engraving; $1,500 in director’s 
compensation (one-half of his time) ; $920.50 in office help; $8.06 
in reprints; $6.67 in incidental office expenses; $1,233.97 in com- 
missions on advertising $1,014.44 being on the last year’s business 
and $219.53 being advanced against receipts available after the 
close of the last fiscal year) ; $5.59 in telegrams; $10 in prizes in 
organizers’ subscription contest; $130.69 in subscription pre- 
miums ; $7 in dues to the Trades Press Association; $8.35 in com- 
missions on subscriptions, and $10.85 in the expenses of the ban- 
quet tendered by Notes to the N. A. R. D. executive committee. 

Surplus Shown as Result of Advertising. 

Without the receipts from advertising for the last fiscal year, 
the report points out that the year’s surplus of $3,728.39 would 
be converted into a deficit of $6,767.71. 

In view of the fact that as a subscription proposition, Notes, 
as the N. A. R. D. official publication, does not pay, Mr. Carr, as 
director of the department of publicity. recommended that the 
dues to the national association and the subscription price to 
Notes be combined, the price for membership, with and without 
the publication, and the price of the publication, with and with- 
out membership, to be the same. By adopting this recommenda- 
tion, Mr. Carr stated that the convention will be following the 
established custom in such cases, and added that the present plan 
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of separate prices for dues and Notes was an innovation which 
had not worked out well in experience. Mr. Carr also recom- 
mended that Notes be, enlarged and its reading matter contents 
so departmentized that it will appeal to every worthy class of 
retail druggists. 

After the chairman of the Committee on Credentials had read 
a supplementary report of the committee, W. C. Anderson moved 
that the delegate from the American Conference of Pharmaceu- 
tical Faculties, Prof. J. P. Remington, should be accorded the 
privilege of the floor, which motion was seconded and adopted. 

The supplementary report of the secretary for the organiza- 
tion department was then read and referred with the main report 
to the Committee on Resolutions. 

Report of Organization Department 
3y F.C. Uttricu, GENERAL ORGANIZER. 

In his report on behalf of the organization department, F. C. 
Ullrich, general organizer, described the work of that department 
during the last fiscal year as consisting of reorganizing unhealthy 
or dead local associations, holding local meetings and bringing 
before as many druggists as could be reached, both as individuals 
and associations, the various issues which the N. A. R. D. is 
advocating. 

The report mentioned the fact that the Indianapolis injunction 
had made it difficuit for the department to arouse as much inter- 
est as formerly in the national association’s work, because this 
injunction had compelled it to abandon the tripartite plan. 
Although the organizers did their best to show that it was the 
druggist’s duty to himself to stand loyally by the organization 
which in the past had served his interests so faithfully and 
which can in the future do more to elevate the profession of 
pharmacy as well as to improve the conditions under which he 
is doing business than ever before, they found it a hard propo- 
sition to obtain new members and to collect dues from some of 
the old members. 

Price Schedules Established. 

The general organizer reported the difficulties attending at- 
tempts to secure the presence of druggists at local meetings, and 
stated that the price schedule guide published by the N. A. R. D., 
containing approximately 1,600 items of drug store merchandise, 
with retail prices in the various quantities sold, generally, appeals 
more strongly to their judgment than anything else. By means 
of this guide, the general organizer stated, a local schedule 
of prices, if none hitherto existed, or a readjustment of the sched- 
ule in existence in certain sections of the country usually is 
effected. 

The report added that about 15,000 of these guides have 
been distributed throughout the United States, and that they have 
served an excellent purpose in bringing about uniformity of 
prices, so that in every instance the use of the book has increased 
profits. 

Following the introduction, establishment or readjustment of 
a price schedule in a community, the organizers introduce the 
propaganda work. Other questions, such as $2, $4 and $8 buying 
prices, the closing of stores at a reasonable hour of the night 
and on Sundays, are then considered. 

The report further stated that it frequently has been found 
necessary to reorganize local associations, because of the apathy 
of their officers, who have ceased to be interested in the work. 

N. A. R. D. Sells Propaganda Supplies. 

In addition to persuading many local organizations to take 
up the U. S. P..and N. F. propaganda work, the general organizer 
reported that no less than 2,000 individual druggists had been 
induced to undertake a campaign along this line during the last 
fiscal year. The general organizer also mentioned the fact that 
one of the best aids to the organizers in persuading druggists to 
take up propaganda work is that the N. A. R. D. sales depart- 
ment carries a full line of propaganda supplies, and furnishes 
these articles directly to the druggist at very reasonable prices. 
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Want Plan for Collecting Dues. 

In regard to the collection of N. A. R. D. dues directly from 
the members of the affiliated associations, which involves great 
expense and much time, the general organizer stated that this 
outlay of time and money could be avoided if the local secre- 
taries of all the associations would give their attention to this 
work, but that, unfortunately, the average local secreary is an 
exceptionally busy man, and cannot devote as much time away 
from his store as would be necessary for him to collect the 
dues in person. In view of the fact that many plans for col- 
lecting the dues have been thought out and discussed, with the 
result that none of them has been found to be adequate, the gen- 
eral organizer requested the association to devise such a plan as 
will prove effective. 

The report further stated that on the 
organization department had fourteen men, exclusive of the gen- 
eral organizer, but that, as a result of the bad financial conditions 
throughout the country, it had been deemed advisable to decrease 
the number to ten, exclusive of the general organizer.

An eminently satisfactory report on the N. A. R. D.’s finances 
was made by Louis Emanuel, treasurer of the organization, for 
the fiscal year beginning September 1, 1907, and ended August 
31, 1908. This report showed total receipts of $72,856.77 and 
total disbursements of $58,386.97, leaving an apparent balance 
of $14,460.80 

The total receipts included $178.99, as per report to the Chi- 
cago convention of last year, and $1,321, reported in the secre- 
tary’s hands at the beginning of the last fiscal year. Other re- 
ceipts were $7,742.25 for back dues; $30,288 for 1908 dues; $52 
for 1909 dues, and $4 for 1910 dues, as well as $1,568 for state 
association dues; $511 for organization fees; $1,718.75 for salary 
$3,637.68 for donations; $8,054.41 for department of 
from advertising in 1907 pre-convention 
$3,567.07 from advertising in New Year's 
$20.17 from interest-and $329.50 from mis- 
cellaneous sources, making a total 
of $64,421.86, and $6,934.92 from 
books and other merchandise sold. 
In an explanatory note, the treas- 
urer stated that the salary refunds 
owed their existence to the fact 
that the organization department is 
reimbursed by the associations in 
several cities for a portion of the 
salaries of the organizers employed 
in such cities. 

The total disbursements  in- 
cluded $10,642.68 for expenses of 
the secretary's ‘office; $383.94 for 
the expenses of the treasurer’s 
office; $699.07 for the per diem, 
mileage and other expenses of the 
executive committee; $28,604.61 for 
the expenses of the organization 
department; $14,832.12 for the ex- 
penses of the publicity department ; 
$2,506.09 for the expenses of the 
legal department; $245.82 for the 
expenses of the auditing commit- 
tee; $20.87 for the expenses of the 
legislative committee; $39.82 for 
ft the U. S. P. and N. F. committee; $404.45 for the 
Chicago convention, and $7.50 for the special 
Pacific Coast fund. There remained unexpended $6,656.48 on ac- 
count of books and other merchandise sold; $1,321 in secre- 
tary’s balance, and $6,492.32 in cash on hand, making a total of 
$14,469.80, which, with the total expenditures of $58,386.97 made 
up the total receipts of $72,856.77.

$10 for bond of bookkeeper; $4.35 for taxes; $8.29 for proprie- 
tary medicines; $56.69 for petty office expenses; $136.35 for ex- 
change, and $73.94 for interest. The expenses of the treasurer's 
office, amounting to $383.94, were made up of $350 for the treas- 
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urer’s salary, of which $50 was due from the previous year; 
$15 for the treasurer's bond, and $1894 for postage and 
stationery. 

Although estimates on the N. A. R. D.’s total receipts for 
the last fiscal year were materially larger than the actual re- 
ceipts, the estimated disbursements also were greater than the 
actual disbursements. The estimated receipts were $100,875, 
while the actual receipts from all sources except the sale of 
books and other merchandise, were $64,421.86. The estimated 
expenditures, however, also were $100,875, while the actual dis- 
bursements involved only $58,386.97. 

In the amount of 1908 dues paid to the national organization 
by affiliated associations in the various states, Illinois led the 
list with $4,724.50 to its credit, while Pennsylvania was second 
with $3,910. Indiana was credited with $2,255; Massachusetts, 
$2,168: Iowa, $1,816; Michigan, $1,786.50; Ohio, $1,666; Wis- 
consin, $1,390; New York, $1,246; Missouri, $1,201; New Jersey, 
$796; Minnesota, $680; Kentucky, $636; Kansas, $618; Rhode 
Island, $556; Colorado, $532; California, $484; North Dakota, 
$412; Connecticut, $306; Nebraska; $344; Louisiana, $324; 
Georgia, $272; Tennessee, $268; Alabama, $252; District of Co- 
lumbia, $176; South Carolina, $131; North Carolina and New 
Hampshire, $120 each, and West Virginia, $112. The other states 
paid as follows: Arkansas, $8; Delaware, $100; Florida, $102; 
Maine, $4; New Mexico, $20; Oklahoma, $8; South Dakota, 
$60; Texas, $76; Utah, $96; Virginia, $76, and Washington, $36. 

Since 1906, the N. A. R. D. has received from all the states 
$42,424.70, of which Illinois paid $5,690; Pennsylvania, $5,136.65; 
Indiana, $3,158.50; Massachusetts, $2,981.50; New York; $2,766.50; 
Ohio, $2,714.30; Missouri, $2,292; Iowa, $1,974.50; Wisconsin, 
$1,498.25; Kentucky, $1,195; New Jersey, $1,062, and Minnesota, 
$1,052.50. 

The cities paying the most during the last fiscal year were 
Chicago, $1,704; Philadelphia, $1,500, and New York, including 
Brooklyn, $1,176.50. ; 

Numerous donations from individuals, involving $2,909.48, also 
were reported, among which might be noted Horlick’s Malted 
Milk Company, $1,200; Parke, Davis & Co., $1,000; Johnson & 
Johnson, $500, and a southern proprietary manufacturing house, 
$45. Mention also was made of the receipt of $329.50 from drug- 
gists in unorganized territory. 

In discussing his report Mr. Emanuel suggested that it would 
be a valuable investment for every member of the N. A. R. D. to 
contribute $5 a year for the purpose of diverting business into the 
proper channels. He spoke of the value of organization work, 
saying that his local association had fallen into a comatose con- 
dition when suddenly an organizer entered the field and by his 
work inspired an enthusiasm which became contagious throughout 
the city. In a short time the druggists of the locality got to- 
gether again, took new courage and collected over $600 for propa- 
ganda work. He expressed the belief that the organizing depart- 
ment should be preserved at all hazards. 

This ended the business on Tuesday, and the convention ad- 
journed to meet at 9:30 o'clock next morning.

Legislation, 
Report of Committee on National Legislation. 
By W. S. RicHArpsoN, CHAIRMAN. 

In a report covering not only its work undertaken to influence 
the first session of the sixtieth congress, which closed last May, 
but also its labor with the different governmental departments, 
the committee on yational legislation stated that the first measure 
which it attempted to have passed by congress was a bill to regu- 
late the pay and appointment of pharmacists in the public health 
and marine hospital service. This measure defined the different 
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grades of pharmacists in this branch of the service and prescribed 
their pay. It also sought to give them an honored commission 
from the president of the United States, a distinction enjoyed by 
the other professions, such as law, medicine, theology and 
dentistry. 

The committee reported that it succeeded in getting two 
hearings before the House of Representatives committee which 
had this bill in charge, and that the members of the House com- 
mittee were generally favorable to the bill, but that the measure 
did not meet with the approval of the surgeon-general, who, 
however, consented to permit the chairman of the committee to 
reply to any objections which might be raised against it by the 
surgeon-general himself. 

First Parcels Post Bill Defeated. 


The committee then described the defeat of the first parcels 
post bill, which originated with the postmaster-general, and 
which the committee characterized as class legislation of the 
worst kind, calculated to benefit only the large mail order houses. 
As the postmaster-general intends to reintroduce this bill at the 
next session of congress, the committee recommended that mem- 
bers of the N. A. R. D. secure from every aspirant for a seat in 
congress a pledge that he will oppose this ‘‘unjust, un-American, 
monopoly-encouraging, deficit-producing measure.” 

In Relation to the Patent Reform Bill 

drafted by the committee, which sought to prohibit the granting 
of patents to foreigners on terms more liberal than the countries 
of these foreigners would grant patents to American citizens, the 
committee reported that this measure, together with that of the 
House of Representatives committee on patents, which in no 
way conflicted with the committee’s measure, undoubtedly would 
have been considered in congress if an attempt had not been 
made to secure an early adjournment, and if filibustering tactics 
had not been adopted for political reasons. Several hearings 
were held before the patent com- 
mittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on both of these bills. 
The committee, therefore, ex- 
pressed the belief that a large 
portion, if not all, of the burdens 
of the present patent law soon 
will be removed. 








No Hearing on Narcotic Trans- 
portation Bills. 


The committee also reported 
that it had not been able to 
secure a hearing on its bill seek- 
ing to regulate the sale and trans- 
portation of narcotics and habit- 
forming drugs in interstate com- 
merce before the House of Rep- 
resentatives Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, but 
believed that other narcotic sale 
regulation bills, such as that of 
Representative Mann, which also 
were introduced into the last con-

The report also related how the committe had secured the 
promise of the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce to amend the bills providing for the transportation of 
alcohol in prohibition states so that druggists might be permitted 
to receive alcohol and liquors for medicinal purposes through 
interstate channels without molestation. The report added, how- 
ever, that none of the numerous bills for the regulation of alcohol 
transportation in prohibition states had reached the floor of the 
House of Representatives. 

In regard to the amendment to the Sherman Anti-Trust Law 
introduced by the Civic Federation, the committee reported that, 
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without a further amendment changing the original amendment 
bill, so that druggists might receive the same benefits as any other 
associations, regardless of the Indianapolis injunction, the orig- 
inal amendment measure would not help the drug trade. Such 
a further amendment was urged, however, and may be incorpo- 
rated in the Civic Federation’s original amendment bill if it is 
reported at the next session of congress. The committee, how- 
ever, expressed the belief that a new anti-trust ‘bill, which would 
not be as far-reaching in its effect as the Sherman law, should 
be drafted and passed so as to afford the public the proper pro- 
tection while working no hardship upon business associations 
which are conducted along proper lines for the betterment of 
trade conditions directly under government control. 


Transportation of Cocaine by Mail Stopped. 

The committee mentioned the passage of the amendment to 
the postoffice appropriation bill which now prohibits the trans- 
portation of cocaine or any of its compounds through the United 
States mails, regardless of whether such transportation is desired 
to be effected between wholesale and retail druggists. A report 
also was made upon the introduction of a bill seeking to grant 
to the War Department power to manufacture antitoxin and to 
furnish it to physicians throughout the country for a nominal 
sum over the cost of production. The committee expressed the 
belief, however, that this bill, which it opposed strenuously, never 
will be passed or even reported out. 

In regard to the operation of the national food and drugs law, 
the committee said: “The benefits which always been 
derived by druggists from the working out of this law amply 
proves the wisdom of the N. A. R. D. in coming forward, 
approving and aiding in its passage.” 

President Potts said the report would take the usual course, 
but inasmuch as it was of unusual importance, a most able docu- 
ment, he thought a vote of thanks was in order. A motion to 
this effect was accordingly made and -carried. 

W. C. Anderson, of Brooklyn, raised objections to acting on 
the amendment to the Sherman act proposed by Dr. W. J. Schief- 
felin, until the members could be fully informed. 

He said if the amendment to the antitrust law had been 
drawn up by the N. A. R. D., it would be all right, but it had 
been their experience in New York that Doctor Schieffelin had 
offered laws that had not always been in the best interests of 
retail pharmacy. 

President Potts asked Mr. Richardson, chairman of the Com- 
mittee’ on Legislation, to take the subject into consideration, and 
Mr. Richardson in turn asked if Mr. Wooten would make an 
explanation of the matter. -* ; 

Secretary Wooten accordingly took the floor and explained 
that the only object of the amendment offered by Doctor 
Schieffelin was to prevent the perpetuation of the results of the 
Indianapolis injunction. Doctor Schieffelin merely called the 
attention of the committee to the fact that*a suitable amendment 
should be prepared, so as to prevent the issuing of a similar 
injunction in the future.

Counsellor Errant on the Future of the Association.

Committee on 
Pharmacy Laws, 
Report of Committee on Pharmacy Laws. 

By Irv B. Crark, CHAIRMAN, 

After congratulating the association and pharmacy in general 
upon the progress effected within the last fiscal year in pharmacy 
legislation in several states, the committee on pharmacy laws 
recommended in its report that the association take such steps 
as may be advisable toward procuring substantial uniformity of 
the state pharmacy laws. 

Though unwilling to mairtain that graduation from a college

of pharmacy should be made a requisite for the practice of phar- 
macy, the commitiee recommended that the association place 
itself on record as advocating a higher literary standard for 
pharmacists. In explanation of its to establish 
standard, the commitiee said: 

“Such a standard could not legally affect pharmacists now 
registered, but it would prove especially helpful in developing a 
higher basis for the pharmacists of the future.”

Oppose Sale of Intoxicating Liquors. 

Having urged that pharmacists, and especially the N. A. R. D., 
should be willing at all times to take any step possible toward 
maintaining a high moral standard, the committee said that it 
believed the time had come when the association should place 
itself on record as opposed to the sale of intoxicating bever- 
ages by druggists 


Urge Publishing of Formulas. 


In the hope of curing a large part of the so called “patent 
medicine evil,” resulting from the indiscriminate sale of “cure- 
alls,” the contents of which are not known to any one but the 
proprietors, the committee recommended that federal and state 
legislation be procured requiring patent medicine manufacturers 
to label plainly their remedies, giving full formulas thereof to 
boards of pharmacy or officers appointed under the law, and 
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that such formulas be required to be in harmony with the U. S. 
Pharmacopeia and Dispensatory. 

In regard to the much-mooted question of the ownership of 
the Pharmacopceia, whether it should vest in the federal gov- 
ernment or a proper branch thereof, or whether it should be 
private, the committee expressed the belief that private owner- 
ship would conduce to the best development of it, for the rea- 
son that the best talent, no matter whether official or unofficial, 
would stand ready to contribute thereto. 

The committee also recommended that ail the states which 
have not already incorporated in their laws a provision com- 
pelling an annual renewal of registration of licensed pharma- 
cists, be urged to do so, on the ground that such annual renewal 
enable the boards of pharmacy to keep in touch with all phar- 
macists practicing in the state, as well as furnishing sufficient 
income to such boards to perform properly their duties, inde- 
pendent of legislative appropriation. 

Advocate Police Powers for Boards. 

In relation to the police powers of the pharmacy boards, the 
committee recommended that the association take appropriate ac- 
tion toward advocating the vesting of such powers in the sev- 
eral boards of pharmacy, so that they may enforce the pharmacy 
laws of the various states through the regular courts. The com- 
mittee also expressed the belief that boards of pharmacy, chosen 
as they are from representative members of the profession, should 
be entitled to representation on the boards or commission charged 
with the enforcement of food and drug laws, both state and 
federal. 

Urge Checking of Sale of Narcotics. 

In regard to checking by law indiscriminate sale of narcotics, 
the committee recommended that “‘the most stringent laws be 
urged for passage in the various states, looking to the preven- 
tion of the sale of narcotics, except in,such ways as are safe- 
guarded by law, by and through our profession, and that any and 
all steps be taken that will minimize the dangers that result 
from the form and under 
circumstances.” 

For Greater Comity Between States. 

For the purpose of providing ultimately an equitable inter- 
change of licensed pharmacists’ certificates and for the estab- 
lishment of uniform state laws, thereby effecting a complete com- 
ity between the several states and the federal government in 
the general scheme of pharmacy legislation and the enforcement 
thereof, the committee recommended the building up of a more 
compact, cohesive and harmonious set of laws on this subject 
than now exist, and again emphasized the desirability of the 
association cq-operating wth all kindred organizations through 
appropriate committees or otherwise toward effecting this end. 

The report of the Committee on Fraternal Relations being 
called for, Secretary Wooten read a telegram from J. C. Aber- 
nethy, of Miami, Fla., chairman, to the effect that it was impossi- 
ble for him to attend or submit a report. 

President Potts then called for the report of the Telephone 
Committee, which was submitted by S. M. Kahn, of Baltimore, 
in the absence of the chairman, C. A. Storer, of Chicago. 

The report called attention to a gratifying increase in the 
number of slot machines installed in drug stores, and a number 
of cities were named in which the system was working satisfac- 
torily, Atlanta, Memphis, Nashville and New Orleans being 
singled out for special mention. The committee extended thanks 
to C. L. Meyers, general contract agent of the Cumberland Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, for hearty support and assistance 
in working out problems. Acknowledgment was also made of 
the valuable assistance to the committee rendered by W. Bode- 
mann and J. F. McDonald, to whose efforts the committee said 
their success was largely due. The report was signed by the full 
committee, consisting of Charles A. Storer, A. B. Baltzly, W. M. 
Federman, Andrew R. Cunningham and M. S. Kahn.

Telephone Retorms Gained Through Concert of Action. 
Mr. Kahn supplemented the report with a verbal statement 
giving the experiences of the druggists of Baltimore with the 
telephone companies. Two telephone companies operate in Bal- 
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timore, a similar condition existing in Washington. The Wash- 
ington and Baltimore druggists got together and insisted on 
certain reforms, which, after a hard fight, in which Mr. Hilton, 
of Washington, gave considerable aid, the druggists won out and 
got what they wanted. 

The report of the committee was accepted and referred for 
consideration to the Committee on Resolutions. 

J. F. McDonald, the representative of the Chicago Telephone 
Company, was introduced, and gave an interesting and instructive 
account of the movement throughout the country to instal slot 
machines in drug stores, showing at the same time that the slot 
machine in the drug store paid good profits both to the druggist 
and the company. 

On motion, Mr. McDonald and the Telephone Committee 
were extended a rising vote of thanks for the services they have 
rendered the retail druggists of the country. The morning sit- 
ting was then adjourned. 


FIFTH SITTING. 

Wednesday Afternoon.—The fifth sitting of the convention 
was called to order by President Potts at 3.20 o’clock on Wednes- 
day afternoon, when he announced the first order of business 
to be the reading of the report of the Committee on the Procter 
Memorial Fund.

Report of Committee of U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda. 
By Ricwarp H. Lackry, ACTING CHAIRMAN. 

The Committee on U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda, appointed 
at the Chicago convention last September, reported that it had 
begun its work by deciding to proceed immediately with the 
preparation of an epitome of the’ United States Pharmacopceia 
and National Formulary. Some delay was caused in the publi- 
cation of this epitome by the necessity for obtaining permission 
from the Board of Trustees of the Pharmacopceial Convention 
and the Council of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
to use the material from these works. Ancther delay was caused 
by the necessity for deciding whether to use the names of pro- 
prietary goods closely resembling the preparations mentioned in 
the epitome. It finally was decided to use only the trade names 
which had been advertised generally, and which were well known 
to physicians throughout the country. 

Because of some objection raised by prominent pharmacists 
and the pharmaceutical press against mentioning the names of 
proprietaries in the epitome, on the ground that suggestion is 
thereby made that the standard preparations are “replacers” or 
substitutes for the trade articles, the propaganda committee sub- 
mited a resolution to the effect that it should be instructed to 
use its own best judgment in regard to incorporating the name 
of such proprietary articles in future issues of the epitome, and 
that the association thereafter find no objection thereto. 

Deficit Shown on Propaganda Work. 

As instructed by the U. S. P. and N. F. committee and the 
executive committee, the secretary of the N. A. R. D. procured 
for $265 a multigraph machine for printing and filing in the form 
letters. Supplies approximating $10 also were secured, making 
a total outlay of $275. On the form letters sold, $142.27 was 
received, leaving a deficit of $132.27 up to date. 

Urge Creation of New Department. 

For the purpose of taking up the propaganda or standard 
preparation work more effectively in the future, the committee 
recommended that a separate department, known as the propa- 
ganda department, be created in the secretary's office, and that 
such department be placed under the direction of a competent

Report of Auditing Committee. 

In the absence of F. B. Lillie, Curtis P. Gladding, of Hart- 
ford, Conn., presented the report of the Auditing Committee, 
prefacing it with a statement regarding the duties of the com- 
mittee and the action taken during the year to adopt a systematic 
auditing of the books of the association. By correspondence with 
the members of the committee, the decision was reached that it

Finally, on motion of L. Frank, of Pennsylvania, the nomina- 
tions were declared closed, and, after the appointment of tellers, 
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in the persons of S. L. Hilton, of Washington, and L. G. Heinritz, 
of Massachusetts, the members proceeded to vote, but not before 
Secretary Wooten had gained the floor and given a lengthy but 
illuminating account of the difficulties with the various plans 
which had been adopted by the association in the past.

There was no influence brought to bear upon the 
National Association of Retail Druggists to prevent the adoption 
of the direct contract serial numbering plan, despite what anybody 
might say to the contrary. What did interfere with its adop- 
tion, Mr. Wooten said, was the fact that all over the country 
retail druggists were getting better prices than they had ever 
obtained previously from the sale of proprietary medicines, and 
they would not relinquish it. The trouble at Indianapolis was 
brought about by the adhesion of the association to the tripartite 
plan and the strenuous efforts made to carry it out. Speaking 
to the question, Mr. Wooten warned the delegates about making 
too radical a change in the officers of the association. 
Voting Begins. 

President Potts hereupon announced a recess until the call of 
the chair, in order that the delegates might get together and vote 
on the nominations. This was at 4:45 o’clock, and at 5:35 o’clock 
the convention was again called to order. Information was asked

TEXT OF THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 


In the preceding report are introduced such resolutions as 
were specially presented during the sittings, or which formed the 
subject of active debate, and led to special action. Below are 
printed the complete text of the various resolutions submitted by 
the committee: 


Report of the Special Committee on Articles Reflecting on Officers. 

At a joint meeting of the Committee un Form of Organization a special 
committee of ten appointed to investigate certain statements as brought out 
in report of Executive Committee, beg to report as follows: 

First. That the incoming president of the N. A. R. D. appoint a 
committee of five, with the secretary of the N. A. R. D. ex-officio member, 
from different sections of the country for the purpose of inviting feasible 
plans of re-organization and results at the next anaval conven- 
tion and that the secretary of the N. A. R. D. request Notes to publish 
results from time to time.

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An exceedingly enjoyable night was spent by everybody in 
attendance, and the universal verdict was that no such splendid 
entertainment had ever been provided at previous meetings. There

THE EXHIBITS. 


A most attractive feature of the meeting was the displays of 
drugs and druggists’ sundries exhibited in Exhibit Hall, on the 
same floor as the Convention Hall immediately to the rear. 
The committee having in charge the arrangements for the dis- 
plays are entitled to great credit for the judgment displayed in 
the arrangement of the booths, which in their mere construc- 
tion, not to speak of the contents, were inviting and formed 
handsome adjuncts to the convention. The committee consisted 
of Charles Rehfuss, chairman; S. W. Strunk, secretary, and J. C. 
Gallagher, treasurer. In the following notes no attempt has been 
made to give detailed information regarding every exhibit in 
evidence. In a somewhat hurried inspection of the exhibits our 
representative succeeded in obtaining particulars of the displays 
made by the firms named: 

LEHN & FINK. 

The Lehn & Fink exhibit was arranged in a tastefully deco- 
rated booth, and was surrounded the entire time of the meeting 
by interested spectators and ardent sample gatherers. The ex- 
hibit consisted of a huge pyramid composed of trade size pack- 
ages of Lehn & Fink’s Riveris Talcum Powder, picked out here 
and there by bottles of Pyramid Bay Rum, Sachet Powders, 
Pebeco Tooth Paste, Toilet Waters and other toilet preparations 
of L. & F. manufacture. Large baskets contained samples of the 
talcum powder, which were freely distributed to visitors, and on 
a separate table was arranged a collection of fifty pharmacopceial 
drugs, upon which the druggists in attendance were continually 
exerting their skill as identifiers in a prize guessing contest. The 
decorations of the booth and the exhibit were exceedingly sim- 
ple, but highly effective, consisting of drapings in lavender and 
white, accentuated by rosettes of lavender. Upon the wall and 
partitions were handsomely framed advertising signs, with repro- 
ductions showing the display material furnished druggists in con- 
nection with their purchases of L. & F. Talcum Powder. The 
exhibit was in charge of C. W. Parsons, assisted by Mrs. Parsons. 

; SMITH, KLINE & FRENCH COMPANY. 


A varied display was made by this firm, the exhibit being 
in charge of Theodore Drake, salesman for the house; J. William 
Landis, superintendent of the laboratory, and Leon Levy, from 
the sponge and chamois department. Eskay’s Food, of course, 
bulked most largely in the display, but a line of excellent toilet 
preparations in attractive styles to be put up under the druggist’s 
own name and label was also shown. Included also in the 
exhibit were French’s rose violet face cream and talcum pow- 
der, exquisitely scented with roses and violets. Of more tech- 
nical interest in this booth was an exhibit of glass tubes of ethyl 
nitrite for the manufacture of spirit of nitrous ether. An im- 
ported polishing cloth called ‘“‘shamo,” which resembles chamois 
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skin, but is cheaper and better for polishing metal, glass, furni- 
ture, etc., was another of the specialties exhibited. 


J. HUNGERFORD SMITH COMPANY. 

In passing the booth occupied by the J. Hungerford Smith 
Company one was immediately impressed with the neatness and 
good taste displayed in its arrangement. A real 
branches covered with various fruits arranged in lattice work 
formed the ceiling, while to look at it from the outside it had 
the appearance of a hark covered cabin, and the rustic effect 
was completed by a flooring of tanbark. A lattice background 
was used for showing the handsome display signs for which this 
house is noted. The display was made doubly attractive by the 
serving of golden orangeade from two of their special golden 
orangeade coolers, and the firm’s three representatives served the 
thirsty unstintedly with this delicious beverage.

The Hires booth was a bower of bamboo trimmed with nat- 
ural red oak leaves and pink chrysanthemums, the whole studded 
with miniature electric lights. The display was arranged by

man. Visitors were received by William W. Terry, the manager 
of the representatives in the field, who invited delegates and their 
friends to refresh themselves with the famous Hires. 

JOHN M. MARIS & CO. 

This firm displayed their specialties in glassware and drug- 
gists’ sundries to good advantage in a spacious corner booth 
prettily decorated with green and white bunting, the display being 
well set off by an exhibit of their latest show globes. Among 
the specialties shown were the latest bottles, a new hard rub- 
ber stirring rod and the Betsy Brown Nurser. Limitations of 
space prevent a complete enumeration of the numerous articles 
shown. 

NEWSKIN COMPANY. 
(Successor to Douglas Manufacturing Company. ) 

An especially attractive exhibit was made by Newskin Com- 
pany, successors to Douglas Manufacturing Company, ef Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. It was in charge of William Luke, one of the com- 
pany’s most popular representatives, who was assisted by G. T. 
Moore. In addition to the gratuitous distribution of samples 
and the display of different sized packages, a film was shown 
made of newskin measuring 18 inches by 24 inches, which af- 
forded evidence to druggist visitors that newskin is not a sim- 
ple collodion and does not contain ether. Mr. Luke said that 
the company was starting an extensive advertising campaign, 
and an increase in domestic business had been noted during the 
past few months 

, POWERS-WEIGHTMAN-ROSENGARTEN COMPANY. 

A very impressive scientific exhibit was made by the Powers-

displays of strontium bromide, bismuth subnitrate, quinine sul- 
phate and various preparations of ether.

The stand of the Purity Drug Stores Company, of Pitts- 
burgh, in charge of Vice-president John L. Thomas, assisted by 
Fred B. Charles, salesman, was a favorite resort of the delegates, 
who were treated liberally in the way of samples, the men being 
favored with large sized specimens of Para-formula shaving lo- 
tion, and the women with various toilet preparations. The attrac- 
tive character of the bottles, containers and cartons adopted by 
this firm is a big factor in their success. The labels in partic- 
ular are most attractively designed. 


L. E. WATERMAN COMPANY. 


The exhibit of the L. E. Waterman Company was, perhaps, 
one of the most interesting at the convention outside of the 
regular drug lines, for there are very few druggists throughout 
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the country who are not well acquainted with the merits of the 
line, as well as its importance as a regular stock item, and there 
are, perhaps, very few who visited the convention that are not 
now carrying in their pockets one of the unique souvenirs 
received at the interesting booth of the L. E. Waterman Com- 
pany. The souvenir is known as a “Utopian coin,” and is sup- 
posed to be “the sovereign talisman against all evil,” from the 
famous book of Moore’s. 

The L. E. Waterman Company appeared to greatly appreciate 
the opportunity of again meeting the representative delegation 
that visited Atlantic City, and they have extended to the trade, 
through us, their appreciation of the very kind reception accorded 
them and the great interest shown in their line.

fully arranged around their booth and presided over by their 
head salesman, D. P. Lee, and a staff of lady attendants giving 
out samples and souvenirs to all visitors. It was one of the 
best exhibits displayed in the hall.

This preparation, which has met with a large demand from 
people of refined taste, was passed around by J. D. Bellaire, the 
representative of James C. Crane, sole agent, 108 Fu!lton street, 
New York.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 
FIRST SESSION. 

Tuesday Morning.—President Edgar D. Taylor, of Richmond, 
Va.. convened the thirty-fourth annual meeting of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association at half past ten on Tuesday 
morning, September 22, in the Solarium of the Marlborough- 
Blenheim Hotel, Atlantic City, N. J., and introduced F. P. Stoy, 
Mayor of the city, who welcomed the visitors, turning over to 
the President of the Association a mammoth nickel plated key 
as a visible evidence of the fact that everything in the city was 


open to them. He produced a United States flag, which he left

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with the President, having observed the absence of the national 
M. Cary Peter, of Louisville, in responding to the wel- 
come, assured the Mayor that there was no need for the visible

presence of the flag, as every member of the organization had 
the national heart. He said it made him proud 
as an American citizen to see gathered together representatives 
from every section of this broad country, and to be unable to 
recognize the section from which they came from their appear- 
ance, all being characteristic American citizens.

George M. Beringer, of Camden, conveyed the greetings of 
the American Pharmaceutica! Association, assuring the whole- 
salers that the body which he represented stood ready to co- 
operate with it in buildirg up the hest interests of pharmacy. He 
directed the attention of the Association to the resolutions which 
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had been adopted at the Hot Springs meeting of the A. Ph. A., 
providing for the appointment of a committee of fifteen on 
standards for unofficial drugs and preparations, the committee to 
comprise two wholesale druggists, two manufacturing pharma- 
cists, two manufacturing chemists, four college professors and 
five retail druggists. He requested the co-operation of the whole- 
salers in this work, and also called attention to the resolution 
adopted by the A. Ph. A. requesting manufacturers and dealers 
to adhere to the nomenclature of tiie Pharmacopceia and the 
National Formulary. The suggestions were referred to the Board 
of Control. 

M. N. Kline, of Philadelphia, responding on behalf of the 
N. W. TD. A., said that there were many things in which the 
two organizations could stand together to their mutual advantage 
and the advantage of the public welfare, both in opposing foolish, 
unnecessary and objectionable legislation and in supporting that 
which is wholesome and necessary. 

Thomas F. Main spoke zs a representative of the State of 
New Jersey, the oldest of the state organizations, welcoming the 
wholesalers. ; 

George L. Douglas, counsel for the Proprietary Association 
of America, spoke for that organization, saying that its members 
considered the N. W. D. A. as in all respects a model organiza- 
tion, in fact, some seventy or eighty proprietors were members 
of both organizations, though they never undertook to influence 
the actions of the N. W. D. A. He explained that he was him- 
self not a proprietor, but that in representing their interests he 
had frequent occasion to avail himself of the knowledge which 
Mr. Kline possessed of legislative matters, and felt that the 
N. W. D. A. should be proud of having such a member. He 
congratulated the members upon the high plane on which its 
affairs were conducted, saying that he had never heard on the 
floor anything but what could have been published to the world 
with credit to the organization. 

When Dr. W. J. Schieffelin, of New York, was called upon 
to respond, he said that he felt like the small boy who, when 
fished out of the creek and asked how he came to fall in the 
water, replied that he did not come to fall in the water, he came 
to fish. Doctor Schieffelin had not come to make complimentary 
speeches, but to work. He said, however, that he was glad of 
an opportunity to thank those members of the Proprietary Asso- 
ciation who had shown their appreciation of the increasing cost 
of carrying on business by granting a wider margin of profit 
to the jobber. 

A. H. Van Gorder addressed the convention as a delegate 
from the National Pure Soda Water League. He explained that 
the purpose of the league was to improve the conditions sur- 
rounding the soda water industry, encourage the consumption of 
He said that 
this brought the league into direct contact with the members of 
the wholesale drug trade who dealt in soda water supplies, and 


soda fountain beverages, and insure their quality.

President Taylor requested Vice-president Shurtleff, of Chi- 
cago, to take the chair, so that he could read his presidential 
address. 


The President’s Address. 
3y Epcar D. Taytior. 


President Taylor opened his address by congratulating the 
members on the choice of Atlantic City as the meeting place, it 


being an ideal convention city. Referring to the financial de- 


pression which had been experienced during the past year, he 


said: 


It is gratifying, however, that the wholesale drug business has appar- 
ently suffered less than most other lines, and we have not heard of a 
single failure in our trade which was igen due to the panic. Indeed, 
some drug jobbers, notably in the West, were able to fully maintain in 
1903 the volume of their sales for 1907, “but profits have not been so 
sit.isfactory, because the first nart of the year 1907 was marked by a con- 


stent advance in the prices of nearly all commodities, while for the same 
period in 1908 there was quite a yersistent decline and a corresponding 
curtailment of profits. 
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CONFIDENCE RESTORED. 


The shrinkage in the total volume of general business has been enor- 
mous since the panic started in the latter part of October, 1907, but there 
has recently been a gradual improvement in many lines, and, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that this is a Presidential election year, the indications ate 
that a general revival of business mzy be expected during the fall and 
winter. Confidence has been largely restored, money is again plentiful, 
and there is every promise of bountiful crops. With the increased demand 
from consumers, which is sure to follow, the retailers will necessarily 
replenish their depleted stocks, so it would seem that the return of general 
prosperity cannot long be delayed. We should feel grateful that the 
effects of the panic have not been .more serious, especially in our own 
trade, and that the outlook for the future has improved so materially. 

ne good result of the panic has been to impress upon merchants 
generally the great importance of selling goods on short time and making 
prompt collection of their bills when due. They have also learned that 
it is wise not to purchase in excess of their real needs, and thus avoid 
overstocking. Careful adherence to these principles will be one of the 
best possible safeguards against future disaster. 


TO AMEND THE SHERMAN ACT. 


Mr. Taylor referred to the strong delegation sent by the asso- 
ciation to the Conference on Trusts and Combinations held in 
Chicago last October. Notwithstanding the active work of this 
committee, it was impossible to secure the desired amendments 
to the act, though it is hoped that this can be done later on. He 
referred in general terms to the legislation of the past year bear- 
ing on food and drugs, leaving the details for the report of the 
Committee on Legislation. He spoke with high approval of the 
conference of governors and expressed the hope that such con- 
ferences would be held frequently and with a view to bringing 
about arta of legislation affecting commercial matters. 

Mr. Taylor announced that some twenty manufacturers have 
increased their compensation to jobbers for handling their goods 
during the past year. He referred in the following terms to the 
subject of 

BUYING CLUBS. 

Probably the greatest menace which confronts the wholesale drug trade 
is the spread of buying clubs among the retailers. These clubs usually 
make a specialty »f handling proprietary articles, but lately some of them 
have entered actively into the field of drugs, chemicals, pharmaceuticals, 
sundries, and nearly all other goods carried by wholesale druggists. The 
time has come for each drug jobber to took energetically after his own 
interest in his dealings with the manufacturers, as well as his customers 
in the retai! trade. How can a manufacturer, who selis at best prices to 
the buying clubs, expect a jobber to take an interest in the goods which 
his customers can buy directly as cheaply as he can? Some retailers send 
cash in advance to their buying clubs for the purchase of goods, while 
their accounts with the jobber, who has credited and accommodated them 
in every way, may be several months overdve. Such treatment of the job- 
ber is very unfair, and it is not reasonable to suppose that he will calmly 
submit to gross injustice of this character. The buyirg club problem is 
the most serious one in our business today, and it is for each jobber to 
handle it individually in whatever lawful manner he may consider to his 
best interest. 


No new suits have been brought against members and all are 
striving earnestly to comply with both the letter and the spirit of 
the Indianapolis decision. President Taylor. referred to the ac- 
tivities of the various committees as evidenced in their reports 
and closed with the acknowledgment of his high appreciation. 

The address was received with applause, and referred to a 
committee composed of C. F. Weller, Omaha; William Scott, 
Indianapolis; L. B. Bridaham, Denver; John M. Scott, Charlotte, 
N. C., and H. B. Fairchild, Grand Rapids. 

The secretary read several communications, including one from 
Walker & Gibson, of Albany, directing the attention of the mem- 
bers to the need for close supervision of the sales of morphine.

Report of the Secretary. 


J. E. Toms presented his annual report, reviewing in outline 
the work conducted in the office of the secretary during the year. 
The memorial resolutions regarding the death of J. C. Eliel 
adopted at Denver had been transmitted to his widow, as di- 
rected, and the correspondence appeared in the report. The 
Bureau of Employment and Inforniation has grown in impor- 
tance and usefulness, and the members were urged to avail 
themselves of its services. The report showed that there are at 
present 271 active members and 232 associate members in the 
association. Nearly all the associate members who resigned on 
account of the Indianapolis decision have rejoined the organiza- 
tion. The secretary closed his report with the statement that 
a gratifying increase had been noted in the number of requests 
for information sent to the secretary’s offices, and urged the 
members to avail themselves of the aid which that office was 
frequently able to afford. The report took the usual course. 

The report of the treasurer was referred to an auditing 
committee, composed of G. E. Moxley, Indianapolis; W. E.

George W. Lattimer, of Columbus, Ohio, read a letter from 
J. H. Beal, which included the resolutions adopted by the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association, providing for the appointment 
of a committee on standards of unofficial drugs and preparations. 
The letter was referred to the N. W. D. A. committee on stand- 
ards. 

The secretary announced that invitations had been received 
from Dallas, Seattle, Richmond and other places which desired 
to have the next meeting of the association.

SECOND SESSION. 

Tuesday Afternoon.—The second session opened with the 
presentation of the report of the committee on commercial trav- 
elers, by A. D. Mealy, of Baltimore, acting chairman. Mr. Mealy 
spoke of the vast improvement in the relations between jobbers 
which had followed from their personal contact with each other. 
He said that the main cause of dissension now was reports from 
salesmen, which were either baseless or at most exaggerated. 
He said that he believed this source of dissension could be 
removed by bringing the salesmen together in the local trade 
organizations, so that the rival salesmen would learn to know 
each other and would be therefore less prone to believe ill of 
each other. The report was referred to the board of control. 


Report of the Committee on Fire Insurance. 

George W. Lattimer, of Columbus, Ohio, presented the report 
of the Committee on Fire Insurance. The report gave an outline 
of the facts concerning losses in*the seven fires in which whole- 
sale druggists had been losers during the past year. 

The report furnished a brief summary of the specifications 
necessary for a building suitable for carrying on the wholesale 
drug business with safety, giving the various classifications under 
which the different types of structures in uge would be placed, 
so far as their fire risks are concerned. While it is not always 
possible for the wholesale druggist to secure a building con- 
structed in the most improved manner, he can so arrange the 
contents as to minimize the risk. The chairman said that it was 
not sufficient for the wholesale druggist to be aware of the 
precautions which should be taken against fire, but that he should 
be vigilant in the enforcement of these precautions. 
man said that, notwithstanding the frequent warnings which had 
been given the members regarding the character of the policy 
which should be taken out, there were many who did not fully 
understand the details of their policies under which they were 
insured. He said that there were many clauses contained in the 
average policy under which it would be vitiated by lack of vigi- 
lance on the part of the insured of which the average insurer 
was not aware. He pointed out that: 


The chair- 


It is incumbent upon the assured to use all reasonable means to save 


and preserve the property at and after a fire, or when the property is 
endangered by fire in neighboring premises or by explosion of any kind, 
or when a building or any part thereof falls except as the result of fire, 


that all insurance on such buildings or its contents shall immediately 
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cease. Or, if a fire occurs, the insured shall give immediate notice in 
writing to the company; to protect the property from further damage, 
separate the damaged and undamaged personal property, put it in the best 
possible order, make a complete inventory of the same, stating the cost 
and quantity of each article, and the amount claimed thereon, and within 
sixty days after the fire render a statement signed and sworn to by the 
insured, stating the knowledge and belief of the insured as to the time 
and origin of the fire, the interest of the insured and all others in the 
property, the cash value of each item thereof and the amount of loss 
thereon, all incumbrances thereon, all other insurance, whether valid or 
not, covering any of said property, and a copy of all descriptions and 
schedules in all policies. 

In fact, there are so many small provisions in the contract of the 
so-called standard form that it almost demands an expert to become posted 
as to the course required of the assured. 

A STANDARD POLICY. 

There is a well developed effort at this time to secure a sim- 
pler form of policy that can be adopted by all the states in the 
union. It has been decided by the courts that the form of policy 
is not a matter for federal, but for state legislation. This, how- 
ever, would not prohibit the securing of a simpler form of policy 
that could be adopted by all the states, in this way obtaining one 
that would be much better understood than the present compli- 
cated standard form. Henry Evans, president of the Continental 
Insurance Company, of New York, who has given a great deal 
of attention to this matter in the last few years, has had printed 
a form of policy much simpler than the so called standard form, 
a copy of which was attached to the report. The chairman said 
that it would pay every member of the association to become 
thoroughly familiar with the proposed new form of policy. 

He pointed out the intimate relation between fire insurance 
and credits, a subject which was discussed at much length at the 
recent convention of the National Association of Credit Men. 
He recommended that the association have printed pamphlets or 
leaflets on insurance matters of an educational nature for dis- 
tribution among retail pharmacists. The committee also recom- 
mended that the association endeavor to have printed in large 
black type the special requirements on the part of the assured, so 
that they may be seen without unfolding the policy. The com- 
mittee further recommended that each member notify all persons 
for whom they carry goods on consignment that these goods are 
carried at the risk of the consignor, and that a statement to the 
effect that such notice had been mailed be placed with a rubber 
stamp on invoices for such goods. 

WASTE BY FIRE. 

The chairman pointed out the iinmense waste incident to loss 
by fire, which is unheard of in European countries, where the 
buildings are of a more substantial character and where the safe- 
guards against fire are provided under strict government 
regulations. 

Statistics were cited showing that in 43 cities in Europe there 
were about 0.86 fires per thousand inhabitants. In the United 
States there were 4.05 per thousand. The average loss per capita 
in Europe in 1901 was 33 cents. The average loss in the United 
States in 1907 was $3.02 per capita. The annual fire loss in the 
United States, about $200,000,000, added to the cost of fire fight- 
ing, about $300,000,000, and the premiums paid fire insurance com- 
panies, $195,000,000, amounts in the aggregate to considerably more 
than the cost of all the new buildings erected in the most pros- 
perous year, about $600,000,000. The report was referred to the 
Board of Control. 

The next report taken up was: 

Report of the Committee on Paints, Oils and Glass. 

C. E. Bedwell, of Omaha, submitted a report for the com- 
mittee, showing that the markets covered by this committee had 
been unusually stable during the past year. The most interest- 
ing features were the adoption of net weights for white lead, as 
required by law. The mixed paint trade had suffered partic- 
ularly by the panic. The committee said that the paint grinders 
and flaxseed crushers have turned from wholesale druggists to 
exclusive paint houses, and that there is a marked decrease in 
the number of retail druggists handling these lines. The manu- 
facturers of mixed paint have shown a tendency to close out their 
jobbing accounts and to deal with the retail trade direct. The 
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loss of this branch of the trade appeared to the Committee as 
a not unmixed evil, since these lines are very expensive to 
handle. The report was referred to the Board of Control. 

The next business submitted was: 

Report of the Committee on Prevention of Adulteration. 

Donald McKesson, of New York, chairman of the Committee 
on Prevention of Adulteration, submitted a brief report showing 
that there has been an encouraging decrease in the adulterations 
met with during the past year in all lines, the greatest improve- 
ment having been observed in the spice trade. Botanical drugs 
of domestic origin are still open to severe criticism on account of 
the ignorance and carelessness of gatherers, there being apparent- 
ly little intentional adulteration save in the admixture of spring 
root with the fall dug golden seal. Factitious Peru and tolu bal- 
sams are imported from Germany which answer all the U. S. P. 
-tests. The appearance of Chinese wood oil under the name of 
Japanese copaiba was also referred to. Jaborandi and coca made 
inert by improper curing have been detected. Other articles re- 
referred to specifically in the report as having been discovered of 
inferior quality were beeswax, both white and brown, oil of 
sandal, seidlitz mixture containing an excess of sodium bicar- 
bonate, and oil of wine lacking in ethereal sulphates. It was 
pointed out that the deficiency in contents of nitroglycerin tablets 
occasionally noted seems to be due to the decomposition of the 
nitroglycerin by some alkaline diluent present. The report was 
referred to the board of control. 

In the absence of the chairman, R. E. Queen, of San Fran- 
cisco, the report of 

The Committee on Trademarks 
was read by title and was referred to the Board of Control. 

The same course was pursued with the report of the Com- 
mittee on Paris Green. 

M. N. Kline, of Philadelphia, made a verbal report as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Suits Against Members, there being 
none pending now. He, however, cautioned the members against 
doing anything which might be construed as an infringement of 
the Indianapolis decree, and urged that every member make it 
a rule to reread that decree occasionally, so as to be sure that its 
terms are not forgotten. 

L. L. Pope, of the Lawrence-Williams Company, Cleveland, 
agents for Gombault’s Caustic Balsam, explained the conditions 
which had made it impossiblé to earlier grant a larger rebate, 
and announced that the company had decided to increase the 
rebate to 10 and 5 on December Ist. In doing this he asked 
that the members keep up their orders in the normal way, so as 
not to take any unfair advantage of the preliminary announce- 
ment of the increased discount. The announcement was received 
with applause. The reading of reports was resumed, the next 
one presented being: 

Report of the Committee on Memorial of Deceased Members.

Th report recommended the appointment of a special com-

The report was referred to the Board of Control. 

The report of the Committee on Drug Market was then pre- 
sented by the Chairman, S. G. McCotter, New York. The Secre- 
tary read the introduction to the report, leaving the mass of 
statistics it contained for publication. 


Report on the Drug Market. 


For the Committee on the Drug Market, Mr. McCotter sub- 
mitted a voluminous statistical report arranged alphabetically, 
according to the articles enumerated, reference being made under 
each item to the fluctuations of the year and their causes. In 
the introduction to the report it was noted that the drug market 
during the year was remarkable for the new features of interest. 
Declining prices resulted generally in consequence of the dispo- 
sition of jobbers and manufacturers to buy in small lots. The 
report said that the appraisers’ decisions at the Custom House in 
interpreting the law as to duties had caused a serious interfer- 
ence to business at times. Two important failures in New York 
had affected values of the articles the firms concerned had 
imported and dealt in. Although a fair amount of business was 
reported from all sections of the country, it was noted in the 
report that the cost of doing this business had been out of pro- 
portion to the profit. As regards the operation of the pure food 
and drugs law, it was observed that it was apparently satisfactory, 
the comment being made that “the unreasonable features will in 
time be eliminated.” : 

D. M. Penick, Lynchburg, Va., presented his report as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Fraternal Relations, which took the 
usual course, containing no recommendation. 


Report of Committee on Fraternal Relations. 


In its report to the convention, the Committee on Fraternal 
Relations stated that it was a source of much gratification to be 
able to record that the utmost good feeling seems to exist at 
present between the jobber, the retailer and the manufacturer. 
“These harmonious relations,” continued the report, “are leading, 
we think, to better things for each branch of the trade.” 

In confirmation of this satisfactory statement the committee 
quoted extracts from replies which it had received from whole- 
sale manufacturing drug and chemical houses in Wisconsin, 
New York state, Mississippi, Pennsylvania, Tennessee and 
Indiana, all of which reported most harmonious relations between 
jobbers and the retail trade in their sections of the country, due 
to a great extent to the association of various social organizations 
whose members include manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers, 
respectively. Without exception, these replies to the committee 
also stated that the retailers were more desirous of securing

reasonable profits on their sales than to obtain business by cut- 
ting prices. 

The committee likewise reported that a very harmonious 
feeling between jobbers and retailers had been noted at all the 
meetings of the New England Drug Exchange and of the Vir- 
ginia Drug Club during the last fiscal year. 

Because of the fact that the commingling of all branches of 
the trade in social organizations has been conducive to the estab- 
lishment of friendly feeling, the committee earnestly recom- 
mended that the jobbers form associations and clubs in all sec- 
tions where such organizations do not now exist, and attend the 
meetings of such bodies regularly. 

Doctor Schieffelin announced that Dr. Hamilton Wright, of 
the United States Opium Commission, would be glad to receive 
information regarding the traffic in opium and its derivatives 
from the members. 

There being no further business, the second session was 
adjourned 


THIRD SESSION. 

Wednesday Morning.—The first business transacted on 
Wednesday morning was the presentation of an address by T. E. 
Shoemaker, as chairman of the delegation from the Pennsyl- 
vania Pharmaceutical Association, which was responded to by 
Mr. Main, of New York. This,was followed by 

Report of the Committee on Credits and Collections. 

The report of the Committee on Credits and Collections was 
submitted by Chairman West. The report pointed out that “laws 
regulating sales of stocks in bulk have multiplied so rapidly that 
it is now easier to recount the states that “have no .such law: 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, West Virginia, Indiana, Alabama, 
Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, South Dakota, Kansas, Texas, Wyo- 
ming, New Mexico, Arizona, are the only states in the Union 
without the protection of a law regulating sales in bulk.” 

There has been no recent change in the bankruptcy law. The 
association has placed itself on record as being in favor of the 
bankruptcy law, and the committee said that members should 
ascertain the attitude of their own Congressmen and urge them 
to support the Sherley bill in the interests of business men. 

FIRE INSURANCE AS AFFECTING CREDIT 

The committee pointed out that there is annually destroyed 
by fire in the United States property to the value of about two 
hundred millions of dollars, or about $2.25 for each inhabitant. 
It is not easy to ascertain how much of this loss results in the in- 
solvency of otherwise solvent merchants, but it must be consid- 
erable. There is a distinct relation between fire insurance and 
credit. The point the committee made was that not only should 
the stock of a credit seeker be well insured, but the credit giver 
should know before he starts whether it is or not. 
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The intimate relations between the salesmen and the sales 
department was mentioned, and credit men urged to secure the 
co-operation of salesmen to the fullest possible extent. The re- 
ports made to the committee indicate that there is an increasing 
number of houses evading the uniform terms agreed upon by the 
members with unfortunate results. The members were urged not 
to take off discounts after the expiration of the time agreed upon. 

COLLECTIONS. 

The report showed that collections in the East, though hardly 
as good as last year, are practically normal. In the extreme 
West conditions are not quite so favorable, and in the Central 
states they are somewhat slower than they should be. In the 
Southwest there is a larger amount of business outstanding than 
there should be and collections in the South are also reported as 
slow. In the Northwest collections are up to the average of last 
year, save in a few special cases. The report criticised the tend- 
ency of specialty houses to load up the retailer with extra quanti- 
ties of goods, taking long-time notes.

The committee attributed the recent panic partly to the undue 
inflation of prices and partly to lack of elasticity in the currency. 
GOOD TIMES COMING. 

The committee reviewed the general conditions of trade in 
the following words: 

Reports from New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, 
Syracuse and other Eastern cities show a remarkable recovery this year— 
fewer unemployed, a less number of factories on short time and a general 
feeling of hopefulness as well as expressions of relief at the passing of 
disaster. 

The central West, Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Detroit, Des Moines, 
report good crops in nearly all sections. : 

The Northwest is optimistic; trade rather lighter than in 1907, but the 
outlook for a speedy recovery is manifest. 

California claims to be prosperous. Cities 
are enthusiastic in their belief in good times seon. 
souri and Nebraska are reported better than normal. ; : 

The South seems to have suffered more than any other section. The 
great foundations of trade, iron and cotton, are the staples here. The 
iron and steel business is improving. In the iron mining and milling dis- 
tricts the reports are very encouraging for an early resumpticn. ; 

The cotton crop of the’ South is good, and fair prices are being 
quoted. Texas is full of promise and Louisiana reports big crops of rice, 
sugar and cotton. 

The report pointed out that money was plentiful, borrowing 
rates low, crops excellent, and American securities strong in 
Europe. Quick recuperation seems therefore reasonable to ex- 
pect. The report was referred to the Board of Control for action. 

In commenting on this report, Mr. Kline, of Philadelphia, 
condemned the Aldrich currency measure as being worse than 
useless, since it accomplished nothing, but conveyed the idea that 
something had been done. In response to a query from Mr. 
Litell, of New York, who resides in the Congressional district 
of Mr. Fowler, he said that gentleman was a thorough student 
of finance, and that failure to re-elect him to Congress would be 
a real loss to the country. The Fowler Bill was open to objec- 
tion in some of its details, but its basic principles were sound. 

In the absence of C. S. Martin, Nashville, Chairman of the 
Committee on Relations with the City and Interstate Associa- 


tions, the report was read by the secretary. 

Report of Committee on Relations With Local Associa ions. 
Praise for the work of local organizations in the establish- 

ment and betterment of conditions in the wholesale drug trade 

was’ given in the report of the committee on relations with local 

associations, city and interstate, prepared by Charles S. Martin, 

chairman of that committee. Mr. Martin was unable to attend

the convention because of his own recent illness and serious 
illness in his family, but his report was read by another member 
of the committee. 

Having been in close and constant communication with the 
corresponding officer of every local association in the United 
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States during the last fiscal year, Mr. Martin stated in his report 
that he was prepared to vouch for the fact that, “apart from the 
pleasures of frequent gatherings oi friends who have a common 
cause and are working in harmony and good fellowship, there 
has been no more important factor in the upbuilding and better- 
ment of the general wholesale drug business than the work of 
these local associations. In a quiet way these associations have 
striven successfully to build up and promote comity and fair 
dealings, and to suppress and discontinue all unbusinesslike prac- 
tices among their members. To a marked degree they have also 
been able to bring about a better understanding of the relations 
existing between manufacturers and wholesale distributors and 
to secure recognition of the value of the service of the latter 
under present conditions of trade and commerce.” 

In substantiation of this report Mr. Martin presented excerpts 
from recent letters from corresponding officers of local associa- 
tions stating that, as a result of frequent meetings in such local 
organizations, the wholesale druggists throughout the country 
had fostered a feeling of friendship and had adjusted differences 
and complications of all kinds in a manner most satisfactory to 
all. 

“From all sources,” concluded the report, “it is conclusively 
shown that good work can only be accomplished by frequent 
meetings, the social side being given equal prominence with the 
commercial side, and, apart from the pleasures of such gather- 
ings, results in a commercial way prove that the time and money 
spent are excellent and remunerative business investments. From 
all of my corrspondence with the various members of the whole- 
sale trade, I am impressed with the spirit of good will and 
co-operation, within legal lines, which now prevails almost 
without exception. It is this spirit and only this- which has saved 
us during the trying events of the last eighteen months, and I 
cannot too strongly emphasize the importance and value of the 
local association in bringing about these desired results.”

Report of the Committee on Freight Transportation. 


G. W. Norrell, as chairman of the committee, reported that 
during the past eight months the efforts of the transportation 
lines to make a general increase in freight rates had caused some 
agitation and disturbed transportation conditions. He said, how- 
ever, that the rulings of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the organization of traffic bureaus in nearly all large cities 
and by large shippers generally had educated the public so that 
it would be much more difficult now than heretofore for the 
railways to change their rates at pleasure. He said that the 
people at large believed that the present freight rates were quite 
high enough, but what the railroads needed was the application 
of fair and just business methods in order to make a profit. 
There had been much dissatisfaction with the attempts to 
increase rates without the corresponding improvements in the 
service. ‘ 

The uniform bill of lading recommended by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was referred to as a great improvement, 
though still leaving something to be desired. Another direction 
in which some reform is needed is the matter of uniform classi- 
fication. The carriers now have a strong committee engaged in 
the task of making a classification which will be acceptable to all. 
The chairman esteemed it a great error that this committee was 
composed exclusively of carriers, as he thought shippers should 
be represented. He said that the thanks of the association were 
due to Dr. William Jay Schieffelin for his magnificent work in 
securing a modification of the rules and regulations for the trans- 
portation of inflammable articles and acids. As originally pro- 
posed these rules would have imposed much unnecessary labor 
and expense on shippers. The committee 1ecommended that the 
secretary of the association apply for membership in the National 
Industrial Traffic League, and that he keep in touch with the 
various organizations of shippers, giving the members of the 
association the benefit of the knowledge gained by him. The

Report of the Special Committee on Commercial Travelers. 

Franklin Black reported briefly as chairman of the Special 
Committee on Commercial Travelers, setting forth the high char- 
acter of the traveling representatives in the drug trade and of 
the services which they render both to employers and customers. 
The report took the usual course. 


The next business taken up was 


Report of the Committeee on the Standards and Tests of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia and National Formulary. 

Thomas F. Main, of New York, reported on behalf of this 
committee that a circular letter had been issued to the members 
asking for suggestions as to any changes which their experience 
indicated the need of in the requirements or tests of the legal 
standards, but had received few criticisms or suggestions. At the 
last meeting of the association resolutions had been adopted sug- 
gesting the inclusion in the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P. 
of chemists of large experience in manufacturing and of druggists 
familiar with the wholesale drug markets of the world. The com- 
mittee has brought this matter to the attention of the American 
Chemical Society, the officers of which promised that the sugges- 
tion would be borne in mind in the appointments of delegates of 
that body. The members of this association were requested to 
bear in mind the suggestion regarding druggists with a view to 
securing the selection of such men as delegates. The association 
had also suggested the establishment of a pharmacopeeial re- 
search laboratory. This had not as yet been undertaken by the 
Tevision committee, but the hygienic laboratory of the United 
States Public Health and Marine. Hospital Service had recently 
added to its staff a Dr. Murray Galt Motter, secretary of the 
board of trustees of the U. S. Pharmacopceial Convention, and 
M. I. Wilbert as technical assistants to Dr. Reid Hunt.. This 
laboratory had been instructed by Surgeon-General Wyman to 
prepare and publish an abstract of the criticisms of the Pharma- 
copeeia and to carry on. research work in this connection. An 
appropriation of $18,000 has been made to pay the expenses of 
this work for the current year. While this may not take the 
place of a research laboratory, it will greatly aid the work of 
the revision committee. 

The committee directed attention to the fact that the Law of 
1847 prohibited the importation of drugs inferior in strength or 
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quality to the standards established by the United States or other 
pharmacopeeias, whereas under the Law of 1906 importation was 
permissible so long as the standard of strength or quality was 
stated upon the container. The committee recommended that the 
Law of 1847 be amended so as to allow, of the importation of 
drugs that differ from U. S. P. standards, when they are plainly 
marked to show their differences from such, standards, and 
under a suitable guarantee that they will be used or sold only 
for manufacturing purposes, and we recommended that the incom- 
ing Committee on Legislation be requested to take this matter 
into consideration, with the view of securing a proper amend- 
ment of the law. 

The committee quoted a statement made at the recent meet- 
ing of the American Pharmaceutical Association, as follows: 
“There had recently been a strenuous demand from various direc- 
ticns that commercial men should be given a strong influence in 
framing of the definitions and standards of the next Pharma- 
copia. While advice and assistance from such sources 
should be earnestly sought, that authority should be vested in 
them appeared to the speaker to be a monstrous suggestion.” 

The report said that the members did not think it would be 
wise to make any Tadical change in the method now prescribed 
for the revisions of the Pharmacopeeia, but they did believe that 
the committee would be strengthened by the presence of chem- 
ists of large experience in the manufacture of the different chemi- 
cals and of druggists thoroughly familiar with the drug markets 
of the world. The committee pointed out that the present com- 
mittee consisted of twenty-five members, six of whom are physi- 
cians and nineteen are pharmacists, most of the latter being 
professors in various colleges. It was suggested that if two 
chemists and two druggists were elected to this committee to 
replace say three pharmacists and one physician, the four men 
could scarcely dominate the committee, while their expert advice 
would add much to the value of the finished work. The report 
was referred to the board of control. 

In commenting on this report, Donald McKesson, of New 
York, pointed out that the Law of 1847 should be repealed, as 
the Law of 1906 in reality covered the ground concerning imports 
as well as interstate commerce. 

Mr. Main introduced Prof. Jos. P. Remington, Chairman of 
the Committee of Revision of the U. S. Pharmacopeeia and Dean 
of the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, whose 
printed in another column.

It is a fact that the patents 
on Sulfonal, Trional, etc., have expired and their sale under the 
chemical names is permitted; but the right to the general use of 
the trade-mark names Sulfonal, Trional, Aristol and Phenacetin 
is denied by the owners of these rights. Lehn & Fink have taken 
up this chi illenge, and are openly selling these four articles under 
their protected trade-mark names, and are now defending in the 
United States courts the right to the general use of these names. 
Until this suit shall be decided, the question whether the right 
to the sole use of these names has expired cannot be answered 
definitely.”

M. N. Kline. of Philadelphia, in opening his report as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Legislation, said that at the first ses- 
sion of the last congress 23,000 bills were introduced in ‘the 
House of Representatives and 7,200 in the Senate, a total of 
30,200.

The chairman of the committee, in 
closing, expressed the appreciation felt by the members for the 
aid given it by Mr. Douglas, counsel of the Proprietary Associa- 
tion, and to that association for the bulletins of information 
furnished the committee. The committee expressed the hope 
that in the reform of the tariff, which both parties were pledged 
to undertake, something would be done to provide for a rebate 
on domestic alcohol used in exported drugs and medicinal 


preparations. 





FOURTH SESSION. 

Thursday Morning.—The first business transacted on Thurs 
day morning after the reading of the minutes was the considera- 
tion ot the report of the Committee on Pharmaceuticals and 
Plasters. The report set forth that both those manufacturers who 
yrotected the jobbers in the matter of discount and those who did 
not do so expressed themselves as satisfied with existing con- 
ditions, both reporting increasing business. While the members 
might feel that it was unjust to them that they should not be pro 
tected in the matter of discounts, this was an affair in which the 
Association could take no action whatever, it being a matter fo! 
individual consideration. No doubt each member of the Asso 
ciation would act individually so as to protect his own interests 
by either making his own pharmaceuticals or favoring those man 
ufacturers who protected the jobber. The chairman, Mr. Weller, 
of Omaha, explained that the committee had in fact prepared 
two different reports—one taking a rather drastic tone and going 
into the matter in detail. The other, however, was decided upon 
as being better suited to existing circumstances. The report was 
referred to the Board of Control. 

The report of the Committee on Membership was taken up 
aid all the members recommended were elected to membership. 

C. A. West, of Boston, presented a resolution favoring the es 
tablishment of a customs court of final adjudicature to deal with 
the question of duties. The resolution was adopted.

Albert Plaut, of New York, submitted a verbal report for 
the Committee on Census, asking that the committee be con 
tinued, which was done. 

The New Officers. 

The Committee on Nominations submitted a report recom- 
mending the election of the following officers: President, red L 
Carter, Boston; vice-presidents, Walter V. Smith, Philadelphia; 
W. E. Greiner, Dallas, Tex.; J. M. Scott, Charlotte, N. C.; E. A. 
Fuge, Minneapolis, and F. S. Hubbard, Syracuse, N. Y.; secre- 
tary, J. A. Toms, New York; treasurer, S. E. Strong, Cleveland; 
members of the Board of Control, Albert Plaut, chairman. New 
York: Charles Gibson, Albany; W. B. Strong, Milwaukee: C. E. 
Bedwell, Omaha, and A. J. Geer, Columbia, S. C. The report 
of the committee was laid over, under the rules, for future action. 

The chairman of the Board of Control, Fred L. Carter, then 
submitted the report of that body on the various matters which 
had been referred to it for consideration, making the recom- 
mendations in connection with the several reports which had 
been referred to the board. An outline of these recommenda- 
tions is given below. 

The recommendation in each case was concurred in by the 
convention save where indicated. The board approved the sug- 
gestion that commercial travelers be brought into more int‘mate 
personal relations, so as to avoid the tendency to create trouble 
by .taiebearing. The board approved the recommendation that 
the Shirley Bill, amending the National Bankruptcy Act, be 
supported, and that the need of some adequate reform of the 
currency be recognized; that the relations of credit to fire insur- 
ance be given greater attention. This position to disregard the 
regular terms of credit in certain sections was condemned as 
short sighted and most regrettable. The chairmen of the various 
committees were commended for their industry and the acumen 
displayed in their reports. The secretary was requested to keep 

record of fires occurring in establishments of the members. 
Ihe members were urged to exercise greater care in the erection 
of buildings, the arrangement of stock and the provision of means 


loss by fires. All the members were urged to 


for preventing 
carefully study the policy before accepting it, and to comply 
with the requirements of the policy in every detail. It was 
recommended that the secretary, in conjunction with the incom- 
ing Committee on Fire Insurance, prepare a pamphlet of instruc- 
tion regarding fire insurance suited to the needs of the retail 
druggists, with a view to the distribution of such pamphlets by 
the members among their customers. The committee was re- 
quested to co-operate in the movement to bring about a uniform 
simplified standard form of policy. 

The recommendations regarding fire insurance were discussed 
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by Albert Plaut, of New York, who particularly commended the 
novel reference to the relations of credit to insurance, a matter 
of first importance both to the retailer and his creditors. He 
urged all the members to do what they could among their patrons 
in the way of instruction on this point. William Scott, of 
Indianapolis, pointed out the fact that the policy of mutual 
companies provided that service in case of suit should be had at 
the home of the company, whereas it should be had at the loca- 
tion of the loss. Mr. Main, of New York, pointed out the desira- 
bility of wholesalers informing the local fire departments of the 
details of the arrangements of storage of stock, so that in case 
of fire the firemen would not be needlessly alarmed. He had 
frequently seen severe loss occasioned by the indisposition of fire- 
men to enter drug houses on account of ungrounded fear of 
explosions. 

The Board of Control resumed its reports on the committees 
by pointing out the difference between the duties of the Com- 
mittee on Fraternal Relations, which means relations between the 
different branches of the trade, and of local associations, which 
meant relations between the local organizations of jobbers. The 
suggestion of the Committee on Memorials that a special commit- 
tee be appointed to prepare resolutions of respect in memory of 
the late Daniel R. Noyes, of Indianapolis, former president of this 
association, was approved, and the president appointed as such a 
committee C. F. Weller, of Omaha, M. Cary Peter, of Louis- 
ville, and Thomas F. Main, of New York. The Board of Control 
was of the opinion that it was not feasible to attempt to restrict 
the sale of paris green to the drug trade. The recommendations 
of Professor Remington that the association establish a research 
laboratory to aid in the work of the Committee on Revision of 
the United States Pharmacopceia led to the appointment of a 
committee with power to act, the committee being composed of 
M. N. Kline, of Philadelphia; W. J. Schieffelin, of New York; 
C. A. West, of Boston, and F. E. Strong, Cleveland. In the discus- 
sion incident to the recommendation for the appointment of this 
committee, Jacob Weil, of New York, suggested that the National 
Formulary be made a part of the Pharmacopeia. Mr. Plaut 
condemned the National Formulary as being full of errors, 
stating it had been a grave error to make this a legal standard. 
Donald McKesson, of New York, suggested that the Pharma- 
copoeeia issue a preliminary draft, which could be criticised and 
amended before final adoption. 

To Restrict the Sale of Morphine. 

The suggestion from Walker & Gibson that the sale of 
morphine should be restricted as much as possible to legitimate 
purposes led to an animated discussion as to the best means for 
bringing this about, with the result that a resolution was adopted 
urging greater care in the sale of morphine and condemning its 
sale for illegitimate or questionable purposes. It seemed the 
sense of the meeting that it was best to await the action of the 
national commission organized for the purpose of restricting the 
sale of opium and its derivatives before taking any further action. 

Opposed to Parcels Post. 

The recommendations regarding parcels post called out an 
animated discussion, which resulted in the adoption of resolu- 
tions opposing the establishment of such a parcels post. The 
Committee on Legislation was, however, instructed to take such 
action as could be taken to direct attention to the serious faults 
of the express companies’ service. 

M. N. Kline explained the objects of the National Council 
of Commerce, which was planned by Secretary Straus, of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor as a means of giving semi- 
official recognition to the various commercial organizations of 
the country. The action taken by the Board of Control in apply- 
ing for membership in the council was approved, and the fourth 
session was adjourned. 


FIFTH SESSION. 
Thursday Afternoon.—The first business transacted at the 
afternoon sessicn was the consideration of the report of the 
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Committee on Time and Place of Meeting, which had recom- 
mended that the association meet in Richmond on October 15 
next year. ‘he recommendation was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Nominations was then. taken 
up for consideration, and the secretary was instructed to cast 
one baliot for the nominees named, which being done, they were 
declared elected. F. A. Faxon, of Kansas City, nominated 
W. J. Schieffelin to succeed himself as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Proprietary Preparations, a nomination which was 
heartily seconded by Mr. Kline and others. Doctor Schieffelin 
was thereupon elected chairman of this committee. F. E. Hol- 
liday was re-elected general representative, his nomination being 
the occasion for expressions of cordial approval of his work 
by many members. The report of the Board of Control of the 
Committee on Proprietary Goods was then submitted, as follows: 


The report of this committee always covers matters of vital interest to 
the whcelesale drug trade, and this year it. is unusually important because 
of new conditions which seriously affect our business. 

The Board of Control recommends the passage of the following reso- 
lutions: 

(1) Resolved, That we recommend that wholesale druggists indi- 
vidually protest against the action of those manufacturers who sell buying 
clubs upon jobbers’ terms. The services of the jobber are indispensable 
to the manufacturer. It is Clearly good business policy for the manu- 
facturer to deal fairly and not foster a movement which tends to deprive 
the jobber of a considerable part of his best trade, while, at the same time, 
using him as a convenience to supply the remainder of the retailers. 

(2) Resolved, That as the retail druggist has ir the past, does now 
and always will depend upon the regular wholesale druggist as his channel 
of supply for a large proportion of his wants, we are convinced that the 
efforts of a certain part of the retail trade to eliminate the second clause 
of the excellent motto of the N. A. R. D., “Live and let live,” is destructive 
of the best interests of both the retailer and the wholesaler. 

(3) Resolved, That these three resolutions and that portion of the 
committee’s report which refers to buying clubs be printed and sent to 
manufacturers and the drug journals for publication. 

(4) Resolved, That the thanks of the wholesale drug trade should 
be extended to the manufacturers who have increased their discounts dur- 
ing the past year, also to the large number of those who have heretcfore 
allowed thcir wholesale distributors satisfactory compensation for handling 
their goods. 

(5) Resolved, That we urgently request those proprietors whose coim- 
pensation to the wholesale trade is now less than 10 and. 5 percent. for 
cash in ten days, to increase their allowance to at least that figure or its 
equivalent. It costs from 1134 to 12% percent. to transact the wholesale 
drug business, and it is essential that jobbers should have a reasonable 
margin, which affords them only a slight profit at best. 

(6) Resolced, That we recognize the valuable services rendered to 
the trade by our delegates to the National Conference on Trusts and 
Combinations, and that we favor the amendment of the Skerman anti-trust 
law so as to legalize agreements in justifiable restraint of interstate trade, 
which have a reasonable or laudable purpose, and which are filed with 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. Publicity would thus be se- 
cured and any question as to whether the agreement was justifiable could 
be tried in the Federal Courts. 

(7) Resolved, That this association strongly cendemns the indis- 
criminate sale of cocaine and other habit-forming drugs and urges all 
wholesale and retail druggists, as well as manufacturers, not only to work 
for restrictive legislation in thdédse states wkere such laws do not already 
exist, but to take steps on their own account which will insure the sale 
of these injurious narcotics for legitimate and harmless purposes only. 

(8) Resolved, That our Committee on Legislation make efforts to 
have the postal appropriation bill, which provides that no part of the appro- 
priaticn shall be used for carrying in the mails any cocaine or derivative 
thereof, amended so that this provision will not apply to packages mailed 
to licensed physicians, pharmacists or dentists by wholesale druggists, or 
manufacturing pharmacists or chemists. 


The discussion of the resolutions bearing on the best means 
of bringing about a proper restriction of the sale of habit-forming 
drugs was quite animated, all agreeing as to the principle, but 
differing in their views as to the best means of bringing about 
the regulation. M. Cary Peter suggested that something should 
be done to obtain better and cheaper service froia the express 
companies. Doctor Schieffelin said that it was

that Thomas Platt should represent that state in the senate, and 
that, as a New Yorker, he hung his head in shame when this 
matter of express companies was discussed. The subject was 
referred to the Committee on Transportation. 
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On motion of Doctor Schieffelin, a vote of thanks to R. E.

ATTEMPTS TO DISCREDIT DR. WILEY. 





Suspension of Activity by Board of Food and Drugs Inspection— 
The Whiskey Situation—Friction Over Bay Rum Rulings— 
Madame Yale Suit in Abeyance—Experimenting With De- 
natured Alcohol. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, September 23.—Washington, particularly scientific 
circles, have been much agitated of late over the results of the 
conference on food and drug legislation which recently was held 
at Mackinae Island. The charges developed there against Secre- 
tary Wilson, in which it was alleged that he was unduly in- 
fluenced by food interests and was neglecting the application of 
ihe existing act have been hotly discussed pro and con, and with 
them has been coupled much difference of opinion as to the 
extent of responsibility for the charges attaching to Dr. Wiley 
and the Bureau of Chemistry. There is no evidence to implicate 
Dr. Wiley in this campaign against his chief, and the reports 
to the effect that he originated the statements come from a paid 
news agency in this city which is in the employ of some strong 
interests that have been antagonistic to all food and drug in- 
spection along the lines that have been lately followed by the 
administration. The fact that Dr. Wiley has been in advance 
of his department at times has been caught up by those who 
were anxious to create dissension in the department and_ to 
discredit the head of the Bureau of Chemistry with his chief. 
As to the alleged non-enforcement of the food and drugs act 
it is true that the application of the law is in a somewhat 
quiescent condition. Not only is there no action on the ben- 
zoate of soda, sulphur, and sacharin questions pending the re- 
sults of the labors of the referee board of chemists to which 
these topics have been referred, but several important inquiries 
have also been suspended. Among these are the investigation 
into the use of sulphur in California fruits made last summer, 
the discussion of the use of salipetre in preserving meats, the 
study of sulphate of copper as a coloring matter tor canned 
vegetables, and one or two others. The suspension of activity 
and the almost complete cessation of all except routine work on 
the part of the Board of Food and Drugs Inspection are, how- 
ever, not apparently due to the unwillingness of the department 
to act or to the influence of large food interests, but to a desire 
“higher up” to keep things as still as may be during the campaign. 


The Whiskey Situation. 


After a hot controversy lasting almost all summer the Treas- 
ury Department is now in a fair way to enforce its ideas as to 
the marking and branding of whiskey, and to do this in a way 
that will be of considerable importance to retailers of the article. 
The difficulty opened in July with applications from distillers to 
the courts requesting injunctions against the Treasury restraining 
it from using the new rules for the marking and branding of 
distillers’ packages of five gallons and over which had been pre- 
pared by the Internal Revenue officials, the officers of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, and the Attorney General’s office in conjunction. 
Though the litigation was carried on with varying fortunes, the 
distillers had decidedly the best end of it and had good prospects 
of carrying their point until the question of the marking and 
branding of rectifiers’ packages came to the front. This has now 
been dealt with by one court at Cincinnati, and is before the 
Federal district court at Peoria, where a decision similar to that 
at Cincinnati is expected. The Cincinnati decision, handed down 
by Judge Thompson, upheld the government in the use of the 
new rules, including the application of the name “imitation 
whiskey,” in the marking and branding of rectifiers’ packages. 
Government officials believe that this view will be generally taken 
by the courts and that it practically nullifies the defeat received 
by the Treasury in the cases affecting distillers’ packages since 


it assures that all “blended whiskeys"” going into the hands of 
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e 
retailers, druggists, and others shall be so marked as to give 
a clear indication of what they really are. This they say will 
probably result in a reduction of price for the compounded 
liquors., There remains the question of marking bottled goods 
which will have to be determined under the food and drugs 
act exclusively without reference to the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
Chis will not be taken up until the test cases are brought before 
the District of Columbia courts during the coming autumn. No 
further samples of bottled whiskeys are being taken by the food 
inspectors pending the determination of the mooted issues by the 
court 


Bay Rum Outlook. 


The constant friction over the bay rum rulings of the Treasury 
Department have been but little alleviated by recent efforts to 
find a basis of agreement. An internal revenue tax on bay rum 
imported from Porto Rico had been collected by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau since 1901, until the 22d of iast May, when, in 
consequence of an adverse decision in the New York courts and 
the unwillingness of the Attorney General to take the subject to 
the United States Supreme Court on a writ of certiorari, the 
order was given to cease the collection of this tax on bay rum 
from Porto Rico. The cessation of the collection of the tax led 
to heated protests from the domestic manufacturers and on July 
22 the tax was ordered reimposed. This, however, was partly 
in consequence of representations to the Department that the 
manutacturers of bay rum in the other West Indian islands were 
preparing to transfer their plants to Porto Rico in order to 
send quantities of the goods to the American market free of 
tax. It was also alleged that large amounts of the articles were 
being used in the United States for rectification as a basis for 
“blended” whiskeys. The reimposition of the tax took the im- 
porters unawares owing to the fact that many had made large 
contracts for shipments of bay rum then at sea on its way to the 
United States. They urged their case with such success that on 
August 5 the Bureau suspended the tax for thirty days, dating 
from July 22. On August 22, however, the tax came again into 
effect at $1.10 per gallon and is now being collected. As a re- 
sult there is dissatisfaction on both sides of the controversy and

numerous suits for the reimbursement of back taxes paid under 
protest or otherwise as well as pressure for legislation from 
Congress on the question is anticipated as a feature of the win- 
ter’s session. 


Drug Hearings Postponed. 


After efforts to secure hearings before the District courts 
on the question of toilet artickes and other preparations manu- 
factured by the Madame Yale concern, the Bureau of Chemistry 
has been obliged to aMlow the matter to go over until fall. A 
large seizure of these goods was made in Washington during 
July as a result of analyses made by the government experts in 
the Bureau of Chemistry and the usua! charges of misbranding, 
etc., were preferred. Owing to the crowded condition of the 
courts and the early arrival of the date for summer recess. it was 
impossible to hear the cases before the autumn session and the 
goods consequently have remained, according to the statement 
of the officials of the Department of Agriculcure, in th 


e hands 
of the police authorities. 


Denatured Alcohol 


Commissioner Capers, of the Internal Revenue Bureau. has 
‘ust returned from an elaborate investigation in Europe of the 
methods under which denatured alcohol is there produced and 
sold. He will make a full report to Secretary Cortelyou, and it 
is stated that effort will then be inaugurated to assure a greater 
freedom in the production and sale of the denatured product in 
the Wnited States. Meanwhile the Department of Agriculture 
has prepared a plant at a cost of $10,000 for the purpose of 
instructing selected delegates from the agricultural experiment 
stations in the best ways of producing alcohol from 
materials. 
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CELEBRATION OF A MERCK JUBILEE. 


(From our Correspondent in Germany.) 


Darmstadt, September 11, 1908.—It does not often occur that two 
principals of the same firm are able to celebrate on the same day 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of their entry into the business. Sucha 
rare event was the privilege of the house of E. Merck, Darmstadt, 
to celebrate September 1, 1908, on which day two of the four prin- 
cipals of the firm, namely, Privy Commercial Councillor Dr. 
Louis Merck, honorary doctor of medicine and engineering, Life 
Member of the Hessian First Chamber, and his cousin, Medical 
Councillor Dr. Emanuel August Merck, who is at the same time 
owner of the pharmacy from which the present establishment 
evolved, could look back on a quarter of a century’s active work 
in guiding the destinies of the world renowned establishment 
that bears their name. 

It had been the original intention to celebrate this double jubi- 
lee in a quiet manner, but the widespread interest that is taken 
in the firm that ranks so high among the various establishments 
that have contributed so actively towards building up Germany’s 
present commercial and scientific position, made such a course an 
impossibility. 

To do their utmost to ensure the welfare of their employés 
has always been one of the most pronounced characteristics of 
the family, which can look back upon an unbroken record of 240 
years’ connection with pharmacy. Practically every year witnesses 
the jubilee of some members of the staff, in fact, there are some 
employés on the eve of celebrating the golden jubilee of their 
connection with the firm. This occasion was therefore eagerly 
seized by all the employés to give a proof of the harmonious 
feeling existing between the principals and themselves. 

All work was suspended for the day, and at 11 o'clock a. m. 
the employés assembled in one of the buildings of the works, 
which had been specially cleared for the occasion and tastefully 
decorated with evergreens, flowers and flags. 

The proceedings were opened with a chorus from “Die Zauber- 
flote.” given by members of the factory choir union. One of the 
heads of the official staff then delivered a brief address, in which 
he traced the rapid development of the firm during the past quar- 
ter of a century, dwelling upon the various institutions created 
for the benefit of the staff, for instance, the old age pension 
fund, and then, on behalf of his colleagues, asked their ac- 
ceptance of two albums, beautifully bound in white leather, con- 
taining photographs of the whole of the official staff. He was 
followed by one of the workmen, who has seen forty years’ ser- 
vice in the firm, who in the name of his fellow workers, male and 
female, presented the two chiefs with an illuminated address. 
The president of the workmen’s club then presented an elaborate 
flofal device. 

One of the representatives of the firm then offered the joint 
congratulations of his colleagues, many of whom were present 
from places so far apart as St. Petersburg and Mexico. 

Dr. Louis Merck, replying on behalf of his cousin, Dr. E. A. 
Merck, and himself, expressed his deep thanks for the numerous 
and generous congratulations that both had received on this oc- 
casion. He described the progress made by the firm, both scien- 
tifically and commercially, since his childhood, recalling the time 
when first as a child he visited his father in the then modest 
counting house. Now, in addition to the completely new works, 
the firm has an independent factory in the United States and 
branches in practically every important commercial centre of the 
world. Continuing, Dr. Louis Merck said: “What affords me, 
however, the greatest satisfaction is the fact that all this is the 
result of a natural development unaided by extraneous help, the 
firm remaining solely in the hands of the house of Merck, whose 
third generation now control its destinies and the fourth is in 
sight. In no small degree, however, gentlemen, do we owe this 
success to your help and to your high sense of duty, by which 
you have identified yourselves with our house' and worked, so to 
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say, for your firm. It is with great gratification that I seize this 
opportunity to mention this in the name of the firm.” 

The representative of the Grand Ducal Government, State 
Minister, Excellency E. Braun, offered the congratulations of the 
Government and dwelt upon the important. rdle played by the 
house of Merck in the history of the German industry, and in the 
name of His Royal Highness the Grand Duke of Hesse handed 
to Dr. E. A. Merck the insignia of the Cross of Honor of the 
Order of Merit of Philip the Generous, in recognition of his 
great services to the chemical industry and of his work on the 
Medical Board of the Grand Duchy. 

The Lord Mayor of Darmstadt in his speech made a happy 
reference to the presence of the senior member of the firm, Frau 
Dr. Georg Franz Merck, who to-day was present at her son’s 
jubilee (Dr. E. A. Merck). He offered the congratulations of 
the town and spoke of the benefit derived by the latter through 
the firm’s deciding to remain in Darmstadt despite many tempt- 
ing offers to go elsewhere. 

Congratulatory speeches followed from Professor Walbe, rep- 
resenting the Technical High School of Darmstadt; Herr Par- 
cus, in the name of the Chamber of Commerce; Herr Apotheker 
Hess, for the German Apotheker Verein; Herr Sanitatsrat Doc- 
tor Habicht, for the Medical Union; Doctor Lity, for the Union 
of German Chemists; Professor Doctor Lepsius, for the Society 
for the Protection of the Interests of the German Chemical In- 
dustry. Several illuminated addresses were presented from the 
various bodies. Needless to say, telegraph messengers were kept 
busy during the day bringing congratulatory messages from 
friends in every quarter of the globe. 

At the close of the proceedings an adjournment was made by 
the entire company to a large marquee erected for the occasion 
on the factory grounds, where luncheon Was served to the strains 
of a military band. 

The eventful day ended with a “kommers” given by the staff 
and to which all the principals accepted invitations. To add to 
the evening’s enjoyment, members of the staff contributed solos 
and orchestral productions, as well as a play written by one of 
their number. The play was admirably acted and cleverly showed 
the necessary and happy combination of botany, chemistry and 
pharmacy with commerce in furthering the work of the physician. 

It was a day that will live long in the memory of those privi- 
leged to be present, demonstrating as it did the admirable entente 
existing between principals and employés, which is a character- 
istic feature of Merck’s. 

To commemorate the occasion, the firm will erect a library 
for the use of its employés. The workmen received a jubilee 
gift, and a considerable sum was contributed by Dr. Louis and 
E. A. Merck to the old age pension fund for the staff. 


The International Pure Food Congress. 


The International Congress for the Repression of Alimentary 
and Pharmaceutical Adulteration opened at Geneva, Switzerland, 
on September 8. The intelligent lead which Geneva took in the 
“Red Cross” organization for mitigating the horrors of war will 
be fresh in all memories. She is now sighing for “other worlds 
to conquer,” and, feeling that “peace has its victories no less re- 
nowned than war,” has organized a “White Cross of Geneva” 
association (founded August 22, 1907) for “combat against mal- 
ady in every form.” Its first effort is to be the suppression of 
alimentary adulteration, and to this effort the congress has been 
convoked. The Russian, Austrian, Dutch, Greek, Portuguese and 
Uruguayan governments are all represented, and (as is natural 
in a congress held in a French-speaking city only just over the 
frontier) the French delegates are both numerous and repre- 
sentative, the General Association of French Pharmacists and 
other bodies having sent members to attend. 

This year’s meeting, however, is specially for producers and 
manufacturers. Next year it is proposed to convoke the hygien- 
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ists, iff 1910 the chemists (who will discuss analytical methods), 
and finally in 1910 the legists, who will endeavor to frame in a 
legal and parliamentary form the decisions arrived at by their 
predecessors. 

This year’s assembly has endeavored to define the pure prod- 
uct—wine, cider, beer, butter, as the case may be—as distin- 
suished from the adulterated article. Take, for instance, wine. 
[he French proposed, “Wine is the product of complete or in- 
-omplete alcoholic fermentation of fresh grapes or the juice of 
fresh grapes,” while the Germans submitted that ‘““Wine is a bev- 
erage obtained by alcoholic fermentation of the juice of the 
grape.” These apparently similar definitions really differ widely 
n the sense that the second admits that wine may be made from 
raisins (dried grapes). Thus the producers are to define their 
»wn products; the hygienists will criticise such definitions from 
the point of view of public health; the chemist follows to show 
how the purity, according to each definition thus established, can 
be scientifically proved or disproved; and finaly the legal expert 
draws up a text embodying these ideas and propositions, which, 
t is to be hoped, will in time form part of the legislative code of 
each nation. 

The idea is at least interesting and possibly practical up to a 
certain point. It is, at any rate, being followed with some atten- 
tion by the press here. 


Dr. Wiley Honored. 


It is announced in Washington that Dr. H. W. Wiley, honor- 
ary president of the First International Congress for the Repres- 
sion of the Adulteration of Food and Pharmaceutical Products, 

’ which opened in Geneva, Switzerland, September 8, under the 
auspices of the White Cross Society, received the following cable- 
gram on September 9: “The White Cross Congress, opened 
to-day, applauds the name of its honorary president, detained 
far from Geneva.” 


A Submarine for Sponge Fishing. 
(By our Paris Correspondent.) 


A queer looking craft was to be seen a few weeks ago in 
Toulon Harbor, an iron boat surmounted (like all submersible 
craft) by a conning tower, and measuring some 15 feet long by 
5 feet wide. A sort of handle projecting from the bows com- 
pleted its kettlelike form, while two paddles emerging from its 
sides, and a long pincer rod in front, suggested the legs and 
feelers of some strange and huge water insect. 

This was the submarine sponge fishing boat designed by 
Abbé Raoul, Vicar-General of Carthage, and destined to be used 
on the Tunisian coast. Some 600,000 francs worth of sponges 
are annually carried to the markets of Sfax, and 5,000 boats may 
sometimes be seen at a town in the Gulf of Gabés. In many 
places the sponges lie at a depth of but 29 or 30 feet, and are 
detached by a long fork or trident called the “foéne’; in other 
places they are secured by divers. The new craft is destined 
to replace both systems, and to enable more systematic and 
thorough working of the sponge beds. It will be towed by a tug 
to a suitable spot, and then immersed in the same manner as the 
submarines now in use in the chief navies of the world. When 
the bottom is reached, the electric light is switched on, and the 
lamps placed on the “horn” or bowsprit-like appendage light up 
the dim ocean depths. Two men posted in the conning tower 
mark the position of the sponges, collect them by the jointed 
Pincers fitted beneath the “horn,” and place them in a_ basket 
Suspended to this projecting portion. Should any particularly 
fine specimen be just out of reach, the paddles already de- 
scribed allow the submarine to be pushed slightly forward (it 
has wheels beneath its keel) in the proper direction. 

Trials have been made at Toulon, and it is now probable 
that this strange vessel will be towed across the Mediter- 
ranean to the Tunisian sponge beds.

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:” National Association Runs Down Attacks on 
Soda Fountains. 


A number of recent attacks made on soda fountains in the 
abstract by speakers and writers who maintain that there has 
been gross adulteration in the compounding of drinks have been 
the subject of investigation by the officials of the National Soda 
Fountain Association, the new organization of apparatus and 
supply men, with the result that at least one of these attacks, 
emanating from Central Illinois, has been traced, indirectly, to 
the liquor interests. The association’s officers say that, while 
they are not prepared to formally charge the writer with animus, 
they are in possession of facts which make it certain that their 
statement is correct. The liquor interests have noted with alarm 
that every year sees an amazing increase in the number of foun- 
tains, and that thousands of men who formerly patronized bars 
are turning to the soda fountain as being more healthful, more 
sanitary, and less expensive. The growth of the soda business 
has followed closely the lines of the temperance and prohibition 
wave and has served to strengthen the situation in almost every 
state which has thrown over the liquor evil. 

Officials of the National Soda Fountain Association say that 
such attacks as those of the past month, wherein the grain of 
truth is distorted into an arraignment of the entire industry, 
were to be expected. The conditions complained of may exist 
in some of the street stands, with the pushcart vendors in some 


of the cities and in the very poorest quarters. But not against 


30,000 or more soda water fountains where the strictest watch is 
kept on purity, sanitation and general healthful conditions. 
Hence it is the intention of the association to begin soon 


after its organization meeting at Atlantic City on September 1, 
an energetic campzign for the inspection of fountains and the 
elimination of the few and unimportant dealers who wilfully 
violate pure food and health laws. At the same time the asso 
ciation will work for the expansion of the business of the 
desirable dispensers, who now form a veritable army which has 
done much to better the health of the land by the substitution 


of healthful soda water for the adulterated and often alcoholi

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The Etymology of Rhubarb 

Khubarb is the most interesting word, from a pharmaceutical 
point of view, which is found in the last published part of the 
Oxford English Dictionary. No new light on the etymology of 
the word is furnished, though this can hardly be said to be quite 
satisfactory. The trouble, such as it is, rests with the first 
syllable. It was originally “rha,” and the change from the early 
“rhabarbarum” to the modern “rhubarb” is no doubt due, as the 
dictionary tells us, to the influence of the Latin rheum.. Rha 
was the ancient name of the Volga, and as rhubarb came to 
Greece by way of the Volga, or rather, perhaps, from the shores 
of the Caspian Sea, which was the same thing to them, the 
theory is that the name of the river got transferred to the root. 
Marcellinus the historian (fifth century), translated by Holland, 
says: “Near unto this is the river Rha, on the sides whereof 
groweth a comfortable and holsome root so named good for 
many uses in physick.” Of this origin Murray’s Diction- 
ary simply says that “rha” is an obsolete late Latin word for 
rhubarb, “said to be from Rha, ancient name of the Volga.” 
There are, of course, many instances of the names of districts 
being used for products got from them, but generally in such 
cases the product was the special article for which the locality 
was famous, just as Cognac and Burgundy acquired the names 
of the districts from whence they are brought. What is rather 
puzzling, however, is that this “rha,” according to the philologists, 
became rheon in Greek and rheum in Latin, and subsequently 
went back from these names to “rha” again, as in the quotation 
given above. Gerarde (1597) says: “It is called in shops rhabar- 
barum, in English rubarbe and rewbarbe.” Besides the “‘rha 
barbarum,” ancient Latin writers also describe the “rha ponti- 
cum,’ and Linnzus tautologically termed the latter Rheum 
Rhaponticum. All would be easy if we might assume, as did 
the etymologists of old, that the term “rha” was equivalent to 
“radix.”—Xrayser in Chemist and Druggist. 

Crystallized Chlorophyll. 

Crystallized chlorophyll was discovered by Borodin in the 
year 1881, but since that time it has been for the most part over- 
looked by other investigators or the substance described by Boro- 
din has been regarded as some derivative of chlorophyll. Re- 
cently Willstatter, working in conjunction with Benz (Liebig’s 
Annalen der Chemie, 1908; Journal Suisse de chimie et pharm- 
acie), has reviewed and confirmed the work of Borodin. They 
improved his simple method for the extraction of chlorophyll, 
which consisted merely in soaking the cut green leaves in al- 
cohol and diluting the solution from which the crystals were 
then obtained. Substantially, the change in the technique con- 
sisted in using the ‘dried instead of the fresh leaves, and the 
addition of ether to the alcoholic extract. By this means they 
were able to obtain 2 Gm. of the pure crystals from one kilo- 
gramme of the dried leaves. 

The crystallized substance appears as a bluish black mass in 
bulk. The separate crystals, which are usually hexagonal or 
triangular tablets, are greenish black, and when pulverized have 
a dark green color. The color of the solution, the spectrum, and 
the indifference to dilute acids and alkalis identify the substance 
as chlorephyll. Analysis shows it to be a magnesium compound, 
the ash, which amounts to 5.64 percent. being pure magnesium 
oxide. Thus, reckoning on one molecule of chlorophyll contain- 
ing one atom of magnesium, the molecular weight of chlorophyll 
would be 716. From numerous analyses they judge that the 
formula for chlorophyll corresponds to CysHwO;NsMg. By re- 
moving the magnesium by means of oxalic acid they obtained 
crystallizable ‘“‘pheophorbin,” which differs substantially from the 
phzophytin obtained from the alcohol leaf mixture, the latter 
being an ester of phytol, while neither the former nor the crys- 
tallized chlorophyll contains this alcohol. 

The probability that the alcoholic extract of leaves contains 
two varieties of chlorophyl! is suggested by a study of the spec- 
trum. The authors believe that these exist also in the living 
plant, basing their assumption on their study of the chemical 
differences of amorphous and crystallized chlorophyll.

Condition of Trade 
New York’ September 26, 1908. 

Considerable business in the several departments of drugs and 
chemicals has been transacted during the interval since our last 
report, although the absence of many of the leading importers 
and dealers from the market, caused by their attendance on the 
Atlantic City meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, has resulted in a somewhat slackened inquiry locally, 
orders being confined mostly to small lots to fill current needs, 
and the business is therefore of a routine character. Transac- 
tions in the aggregate are, however, of average proportions, and 
the tone of the market is steady, though little of really new 
interest has developed. Opium remains in the same dull and 
unsatisfactory position, and values are easier. The bark sale in 
Lendon went off at unchanged values, and quinine is unchanged, 
there being the same absence of speculative inquiry, with only 
a retail business reported from second hands. There is, however, 
a stronger feeling among dealers and importers generally, and 
the tendency to lower values has been checked, a few of the east- 
ern products in particular showing advances. An improved 
demand for Russian ergot has served to strengthen the views of 
holders, and values are again higher, which is also true of men- 
thol. Competition among holders has sent down the price of car- 
bolic acid, but chromic acid is higher. We note a fractional 
decline in sugar of milk, caused by competition among manufac- 
turers. Norwegian codliver oil is unchanged on spot, but prim- 
ary markets are reported firmer. The fluctuations noted since our 
last report are fairly evenly divided, but most of them are for 
the better. and it is confidently expected that fall trade will 
develop in earnest with the return to the city of the representa- 
tives of local firms, who have been spending the week away from 
business.

Pure Drugs in Mediaeval Times. 

in Dr. James Walsh’s book, entitled “The Popes and Science,” 
the author brings to light a Sicilian law regulating the purity of 
drugs, a matter “in which he anticipates by nearly seven centuries 
our Pure Drug Law of last year.’ The law runs thus: 

“Nor must any licensed physician keep an apothecary’s shop 
hiniself. Apothecaries must conduct their business with a cer- 
tificate from a physician, according to the regulations and upon 
their own credit and responsibility, and they shall not be per- 
mitted to sell their products without having taken an oath that 
all their drugs have been prepared in the prescribed form, without 
any fraud. The apothecary may derive the following profits from 
his sales: Such extracts and simples as he need not keep in stock 
for more than a year before they may be employed may be 
charged for at the rate of three tarrenes an ounce. Other medi- 
cines, however, which in consequence of the special conditions 
required for their preparation or for any other reason the apothe- 
cary has to have in stock for more than a year, he may charge 
for at the rate of six tarrenes an ounce. Stations for the prepar- 
ation of medicines may not be located anywhere, but only in 
certain communities in the Kingdom, as we prescribe below. 
\WVe decree also that the growers of plants meant for medical pur- 
pose shall be bound by solemn oath that they shall prepare medi- 
cies conscientiously, according to the rules of their art, and as 
far as it is humanly possible that they shall prepare them in the 
presence of the inspectors. Violations of this law shall be pun- 
ished by the confiscation of their movable goods. If the inspec- 
tors, however, to whose fidelity to duty the keeping of these regu- 
lations is committed, should allow any fraud in the matters that 
are entrusted to them, they shall be condemned to punishment 
by death.”

An Organic Solvent of Graphite. 


It is a well known fact that graphite may be dissolved in 
small quantities in certain of the metals when melted, and that 
on cooling it crystallizes out. With this exception there has until 
recently been no substance known to be capable of dissolving 
graphite. A Russian chemist of the name of M. J. Ostromysslen- 
sky suggested that certain hydrocarbons having a high molecular 
weight and which possess certain characteristics in common with 
carbon might prove capable of dissolving this substance. Experi- 
ments with oil of tar were without result. He then employed 
decacyclene, a hydrocarbon having the formula CssHis, which was 
discovered in 1893 by P. Rehlander, having been produced by) 
the action of sulphur upon acenaphthene. It contains 96 percent 
of carbon, and melts at 4o2 degrees. In 6 gm. of decacyclene 
fused in a tin vessel, he introduced 0.2563 gm. of powdered 
graphite, and after an hour and a half of stirring the graphite 
was entirely dissolved. In a second experiment 1.21316 gm. of 
another specimen of graphite was completely dissolved in 11 
gm. of decacyclene heated to a temperature of 485 degrees C. 
for five hours. The solution of graphite is black in color and 
quite opaque. If it is allowed to cool, and the solidified mass is 
treated with boiling anilin to dissolve the decacyclene. 


An Examination of Proprietary Hair Dyes. 

The results of an investigation into the character of numer- 
ous well known dyes which was carried on at the Institut ftir 
Pharmazie und Nahrungsmittelchemie of the University of Jena 
were described in a recent number’ of the Pharmazeutische 
Zeitung (No. 61, 1908). Among the dyes examined were the 
following: 

1. ‘Schaub’s Chicago Hair Dye” (made in England). An 
acid fluid of deep brownish black color, consisting of a mixture 
of a pyrogallic acid solution and a hydrochloric acid solution of 
iron and copper salts. The review states that this dye is unsuit- 
able for use on the living hair in situ, though it may be employed 
for wigs, etc. (Price, 45 Cc. flask, 2 m.) 

2. “C. D. Wunderlich’s Niirnberg Haarfarbmittel” consists 
of two fluids, flask No. 1 containing 20 Cc. of a yellowish, per- 
fumed, alcoholic solution of pyrogallic acid, while flask No. 2 
contains 20 Cc. of a 10 percent. ammoniated silver nitrate solu- 
tion. (Price, 1.20 m.) 

“Reform-Haarfarbe” of M. Waltsgott, which is an opaque. 
dark brown, acid stain, consisting of a mixture of pyrogallic acid 
and iron chloride solution. 

4. “Fluide impérial de Jean Rabot a Paris.” This dye con- 
sists of two fluids put up in 25 Cc. bottle. No. 1 contains a 
solution of, sodium-thiosulphate and resorcin. No. 2 is a 9 per- 
cent strongly ammoniated silver nitrate solution. 

5. “Nuancin” (Seeger). Two flasks of 60 Cc. each, the first 
containing an alcoholic solution of sodium-thiosulphate and the 
second a 3 percent. weakly ammoniated silver nitrate solution. 
(Price, 3 m.) 

6. “W. Seeger’s Hair Dye, No. 4,” consists of two fluids. 

The first contains 20 Cc. of a blackish brown mixture of pyro- 
gallic acid and iron chloride; the second 12 Cc. ammoniated 12 
percent. silver nitrate. (Price, 2 m.) 
“W. Seeger’s Improved Hair Dye, No, 3b,” is put up in 
25 Ce. flasks, containing a strongly acid dark brown stain. The 
solution consists of water, alcohol, ether, pyrogallic acid, hydro- 
chloric acid and iron. (Price, 1.50 m.) 

8. “Hermann Janke’s weltberiihmter Haar-Farbe-Wiederber 
steller” is sold in two flasks, the first having a capacity of 190 
Ce. and containing perfumed glycerin and spirits, with 0.65 per 
cent. ammoniated silver nitrate. The second contains 5 Cc. of a 
perfumed alcoholic solution of pyrogallic acid with a few drops

of oil. 

9. “American Hair Dye” (Hanover.) Two flasks, which ar 
sold for 3 marks. One contains 25 Cc. of a yellowish alcoholic 
solution of pyrogallic acid, the other an equal quantity of 
strorgly ammoniated 1.7 percent. silver nitrate.
